Usually a minority in the House is a com- 
pact body under recognized leadership and 
acting as a unit on all important questions. 
The Democrats in the present House, how- 
ever, are becoming badly split up, and every 
day adds to the dissension in their ranks. 
The result has a curious bearing on the 
future policy of the party in Congress. As 
the result of the caucus in the opening of the 
extra session young Bailey of Texas was 
nominated for Speaker over McMillin and 
Richardson, the two would-be leaders from 
Tennessee. Under ordinary circumstances 
this would give Bailey the acknowledged 
leadership and make him the inevitable can- 
didate for Speaker in the next House. The 
Democrats fully expect to have a majority at 
that time. They are not so hopeful of suc- 
cess in 1900, but do believe that the usual 
off-year reaction will set in and give them 
enough of a majority in the House to con- 
trol legislation in the Fifty-sixth Congress. 
Bailey thus far has not been able to make his 
following cohesive at all. | 

McMillin, who is as impulsive as red-head- 
ed men are usually supposed to be, bitterly 
resents his own turning down, and constant- 
ly interferes with Bailey at almost every 
turn. The two are certain to fight for the 
Speakership in bitter fashion in case the 
desired majority is forthcoming after the 
4th of March, 1899. The friends of the 
Boy Orator of the Platte have also taken a 
hand in the muss, for they have no difficulty 
in foreseeing that if Bailey should. become 
Speaker of the House two years from now 
he would become a formidable candidate for 
the Presidential nomination. The strong 
Bryan men, however, cannot afford to take 
sides as between Bailey and McMillin, but 
they are skillfully fomenting the. division 
among the ranks of the Southern Democrats, 
and, it is said, are looking to the election of 
a Speaker from the Northern States. The 
result has been that there is a notable un- 
dercurrent in the direction of Illinois, and 
Buck Hinrichsen may before long begin to 
profit by the complicated fight between the 
two boy orators and the two Tennessee 
statesmen. In fact, it is said that Buck's 
gaze has been steadfastly fixed on the pre- 
siding officer’s chair, and he is charged with 
having begun to make a study of parlia- 
mentary methods as exhibited by Speaker 
Reed himself. Buck is believed to have the 
Speakership constantly in view, and they 
do say that “ the critter’s eyes are sot.”’ 


When Maj.-Gen. Wheaton retires, May 8, 
Gen. Brooke will be made Major-General at 
once. e will remain in charge at Chicago, 
and President McKinley will have no other 
opportunity to raise an officer to the high- 
est rank in the army until the last of hia 
term—Gen. Wesley Merritt retiring for ege 
June 16, 1900. There will, however, be oppor- 
tunities to promote three Colonels in the 
line, for Brig.-Gens.

Had nt Col. Crofton of the Fif- 
teenth Infantry been summarily retired for 
the unfortunateoccurrencesatFort Sheridan 
he would have been in line for Brigadier, as 
he would not retire until Dec. 18, 1898, and 
would have been at the head of the list of 
Colonels by that time and in a position to 
succeed Brig.-Gen. Coppinger if the princi- 
‘ple of retoghizing rank had been followed. 
It ig- understood that Col. Merriam of the 
Seventh Infantry will be made Brigadier- 
General next month when Maj.-Gen. Wheat- 
on retires. At that time there will be a gen- 
eral shifting of the army command, but the 
department commander at Chicago will re- 
main the same after his promotion.

This is the way the political situation in 
the Sandwich Islands is put by Capt. Julius 
Palmer, Queen Lil's talkative factotum. 

He says “ his gracious lady ”’ has not sug- 
gested to this administration to have the 
people of Hawaii settle the question of gov- 
ernment by ballot, but it is well enough 
known that that is exactly what the ex- 
Queen does propose. She has had a firm of 
lawyers here preparing a brief reciting the 
blessings of free republican government and 
suggesting to President McKinley that it 
would be wicked to annex the islands except 
as the result of a vote based on universal 
suffrage. The ex-Queen knows that in such 
case she could command the suffrages of all 
the natives and probably of the Japanese 
and other Asiatics, who have everything to 
gain from a happy-go-lucky administration 
of the island, and who know that annexation 
to this country would be their political and 
commercial ruin. ; 

It is understood that this very question of 
suffrage in the island is the one which is 
perplexing the administration. No one pro- 
poses to admit Hawali as a State, and the 
leaders of the Dole government themselves 
ask only for admission on the basis of gov- 
ernment by an appointed official with an 
executive council. The difficulty is to find 
a satisfactory basis for annexation, for the 
Dole government is not based on universal 
suffrage, and hence it cannot be said there 
is any general demand for annexation in the 
island. The problem is being carefully 
studied at the State Department. It is 
feared that in case a definite proposal of 
annexation is made Queen Lil’s adherents 
will join with the Japanese and other for- 
eigners in a vigorous protest, 50 worded that 
the American Government will be put in the 
position of officially ignoring the principle 
that all men are created free and equal, 

*** 

When the new rules are submitted to the 
House there is a possibility that there will 
be some unlooked-for innovations. The 
Speaker is naturally more interested in 
maintaining order on the floor than any one 
else, for the work of reducing the House to 
silence frequently involves a large amount of 
physical labor besides the usual strain on the 
nerves. Mr. Reed has frequently complained 
of the rule of the House giving to ex-mem- 
bers the privileges of the floor. It is an un- 
questioned abuse, but one which is time- 
honored and which has hitherto been almost 
impossible to break up. These ex-members 
use the floor almost exclusively for lobbying 
purposes, and of course they disturb the 
proceedings at all times. Not being under 
the direct control of the Speaker, they fre- 
quently refuse to obey his demands for order 
until the last moment. If it were only the 
old members themselves it would be easy 
enough to bring in a new rule barring them 
from the floor entirely. The difficulty is that 
most of the members now in good standing 
recognize that the day is coming when they, 
too, must retire into obscurity. They know 
their services will be in demand as lobbyists, 
and hence all the cheap men on the floor are 
banded together to retain the privileges of 
the House for ex-members. Whenever the 
matter is brought up the plea of courtesy 
to those who have retired from public serv- 
ice is at once made use of effectually, but if 
he can accomplish it Speaker Reed will break 
up this great abuse and thereby kill two 
birds with one stone, for it will make lobby- 
ing much more difficult and at the same time 
will help in maintaining order in the House. 

Another rule may be directed at the custom 
of permitting members to bring their little 
children on the floor. So long as this Was 
not abused there was no objection, but re- 
cently there have been times when-half a 
dozen youngsters were toddling about the 
House at one time, and late one afternoon 
at the last session two belligerent hopefuis 
engaged in a rough-and-tumble scrap in the

RIOT AT THE STEEL COMPANY'S MILLS. 


Nearly Two Hundréa@ Desperate Men 
Fight for a Chance to Secure 
Places to Work. 


Nearly 200 desperate men fought with the 
fury of wild beasts over the small chance of 
securing work in the Illinois Steel company’s 
plant at South Chicago at an early hour yes- 
terday morning. The riot took place at the 
main gates of thle company’s inclosure at 
Ninetieth street and the Strand. 

The gates were opened at 6 o'clock to ad- 
mit 2,000 workmen who had been locked out 
several days, as the result of a strike of 
eighty-seven skilled workmen in the finish- 
ing department, The company secured men 
to take the places of the strikers. None of 
the strikers returned, but their places were 
eagerly sought by many times the number 
required. | 

The crowds of workseekers recently have 
come to be regarded as a nuisance, and 
General Superintendent Clark a few days 
ago posted a notice inside the works forbid- 
ding the hiring of workmen inside the gates. 
It was this rule which precipitated the riot 
of yesterday. ‘ 

The first fight was started when Watch- 
man McGraw attempted to open the gates. 
T'hose in the rear pushed forward, crushing 
those in the front row against the fence and 
barred gate. Some one threw an old boot 
into the crowd and a moment later the air 
was filled. with flying stones and clubs. 

Four men are known to have been badly 
cut and bruised, but all had been taken away 
before the arrivai of the police. 

In the meantime the watchman, in his 
effort to stop the fight, was knocked down 
and kicked. The gate was pushed inward 
and half the crowd rushed inside. A riot 
call brought fifteen policemen from the near- 
est station, but the fight was virtually over 
when the patrol wagon arrived. 

* Big John’ Ogowouski was arrested on 
suspicion of having started the fight and 
later was fined $10 and costs, which he was 
unable to pay. 

Work was resumed in the steel and rail 
mills with a full crew of workmen. At 8 
o’clock last night more than 200 men gath- 
ered at the gates, but no trouble took place.

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3,000 heroic Hellenes who entered Macedonia 
have taken the Towns of Baltino and Krania, 
driving out a garrison of 800 Turks .at the 
latter place. They are now advancing along 
the snowy ridges of the Pindus mountains 
toward the Town of Gravena. They have 
already cut the telegraph between Mace- 
donia and Epirus, closing communication 
between the two divisions of the Turkish 
army. 

The Pindus range, which runs north and 
south, is the only safe route for the, in- 
surgents into Macedonia. The insurgents 
intend taking to the heights about Gravena, 
and there will harass the Turkish troops in 
the flank. 

The enterprise is daring even to the point of 
madness, and will go down to history as the 
bravest act of the century. There are 5,u00 
irregulars confronting a trained army of 
90,000 Turks. 

The fact that the Greek soldiers did not 
follow the insurgents shows the splendid dis- 
cipline of the army. 

The war spirit here has reached fever heat. 
Five hundred volunteers arrived today from 
the Islandof Cyprus andmarched through the 
city, headed by priests with long, flowing 
hair, bearing flags.

The majority of the Cretans will not vote. 
In these times we must have patience, but 
above all courage.”

Fought All Day Saturday. 

London, April 12.—A dispatch to the Even- 
ing News from Larissa says the fighting at 
Baltino lasted throughout Saturday, and late 
that afternoon the Turks were reported to 
have capitulated.

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SECRETARY PILLSBURY BRINGS BOOKS. 


These Are to Show Treasurer Spal- 
ding’s Responsibility—Raymond 
and Shatiuek Accompany Him. 


William L. Pillsbury, Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees of the University of Llli- 
nois, arrived in the city at 1 o’clock this 
morning from Champaign, having in charge 
the books, which will show the amount for 
which Treasurer Charles W. Spalding is re- 
sponsible: He was accompanied by Trustee 
Isaac S. Raymond of Sidney, and Prof. 8. 
W. Shattuck, business manager of the uni- 
versity. The latter was also burdened with 
books and papers to show the Treasurer's 
standing. 

Secretary Pillsbury says the amount due is 
close to the figures already given in THe 
TRIBUNE, $550,000. All three of the arrivals 
were anxious as to what today would de- 
velop. 

Prof. Shattuck, who visited Spalding in 
his hiding place last Thursday, prebably 
had some information, but.he has positively 
declined to tell what he may know. Trustee 
Raymond attended the meeting here last 
week, but he knew nothimwg of the exact 
condition of the university funds. 

Secretary Pillsbury said that from the 
description “he had read of the bonds offered 
on the market he feared the developments 
today .would be serious, 

‘The State will probably take care of the 
university,’ he eaid, “if its chief funds 
prove to be tied up. This trouble cannot 
affect the work of the school, as I believe 
the Legislature will see that its work fer 
the students is not impeded.’’ 

The records were locked up at the Sher- 
man House, where the officials and trustees 
went upon their arrival. The bond register 
and the ..book of ‘land transactions ’’ are 
among them. Every entry made in them 
during Spalding’s incumbency was made 
under his directions by word or letter, as 
he was not required to show money or pro- 
duce new bonds as he reported their pur- 
chase. : 

Other members of the Board of Trustees 
came on during the night and more will 
come this morning. 


“DUMMY” IN. THE GLOBE ACCOUNTS. 


Receiver Leman Informed That Spald- 
ing Probably Got Cash Apparently 
Loaned to Other Persons. 


Henry W, Leman, Vice-President of the 
Chicago Title and Trust company, recceiver 
for the Globe Savings Bank, yesterday dis- 
covered that the ‘“‘ dummy ” has been worked 
in keeping the accounts of the Globe. 

‘*‘ While on the face of the books it does 
not appear that Spalding is indebted to the 
bank,’’ said he last night, ‘‘ I have informa- 
tion that notes were given to the bank at 
his request by other parties, who never re- 
ceived a cent on the notes. Spalding or some 
other official must have got it. 

“This is not a case of ‘John Jones’ or 
‘Richard Roe’ assets. I found one man to- 
day whose name is attached to notes for 
more than $15,000.. He says he signed cer- 
tain notes which are classed in the assets of 
the bank. He says he signed them at Spald- 
ing’s request, but that he never got a cent 
of money on them. There is corroborative 
evidence that he did net receive money. 

“Somebody did get it, as these notes are 
all there is to show for the amount. The 
mah we found made his statement in the 
presence of four witnesses. I do not know 
whether or not he igs liable for the amount 
of the notes, but he did not appear worried 
about them.’’ “ 

There appéars to have been no collateral 
accompanying.these notes. There are others 
of the same kind among the assets, and the 
‘receiver is after the men who signed them. 
It is regarded as a serious error, to use a 
charitable phrase, for a savings bank to 
issue personal loans, Mr. Leman was not 
ready to tell how much the value of the sort 
of paper described is at this time. 

Regarding the transfer of the 207 !ots by 
Spalding to Crarles J. Ford, Mr. Leman did 
not express any anxiety, as he said Ford had 
already been enjoined from disposing of any- 
thing’Spaliding may have transferred to him, 
and he thinks the injunction will apply io 
this case, particularly as the deéd was only 
signed on Saturday last. 


Trace of the University Cash. 


Some trace of some of the cash beiong- 
ing to the University of Illinois was found 
yesterday. It appears that Spalding, as 
Treasurer of the board, had been accustomed 
to keep from $15,000 to $18,000 of university 
money in the Globe. On Saturday, April 
3, the last business day before the bank 
closed, there was some uneasiness on ac- 
count .of .the run caused by the refusal of 
the New Hampshire stockholders to meet 
the assessmert. So Herbert § Skianer, 
Spalding’s private seeretary, grew anxious 
about the university money, and drawing 
$15,000 of it from the Globe put it in the 
Northwestern National Bank to Spalding’s 
personal account. On that day, it will be 
remembered the bank took in $12,000 in de- 
posits. 

Mr. Skinner knew there were university 
warrants out, and he probably knew also 
that there would be excitement enough 
‘over the Globe’s refusa] to further revolve 
without. having ary howl go up over ipa- 
biifty to meet State University warrants. 
Skinner remained in the office, Room 516 
Monadnock Building, and paid State war- 
rants from the money in the Northwestern. 

On Wednesday of last week there was some 
troubie because the Northwestern did not 
want to pay-out any more of the money. 
The story about the university bonds had 
got around. But Mr. Skinner appealed to 
the Board of Directors and continued to 
draw, and so far there has not been a war- 
rant- dishonored, It is said there is a bal-

More Proceedings in Court. 


There were more court proceedings in con- 
nection with the Globe failure yesterday. 

Three more intervening petitions were 
filed before Judge Tuley by John A. 
Weise, Charles A. Barcher, and Wendt 
brothers. They represented that ther 
had deposited checks in the insolvent 
concern within two days previous to the time 
that it closed its doors, and at the time its 
officers knew it wasinsolvent. For this rea- 
son the petitioners ask for the return of 
their cheeks or the proceeds that may have 
come to the hands of the receiver from them. 


Another Warrant for Spalding. 


In Justice W. T. Hall's court Adolph Edel- 
man of No. 171 Van Buren street swore out 
warrants for President Spalding, Vice-Pres- 
ident A. D. Avril), and Cashier C. E. Church- 
ill, charging them with embegglement, the 
Same as in the complaint made by F. E. 
Stone. Edelman says he deposited $50 in 
the bank on the last day it Was open. 

‘M. Schoenfield, the attorney for Edelman, 
instructed Constable Dorney that he would 
attempt to locate the defendants himself, 
and would notify the Constable by telephone, 
who could then make thearrest. Attorney 
Schoenfield said he thought a meeting of 
the three defendants was to take place at 
the Tremont House at 8 o’clock last even- 
ing, at which time the papers could be 
served. Constable Dorney held himself in 
readiness until midnight to make the arrest, 
but did not receive the expected summons. 
The Constable said last night he did not ex- 
pect he would be able to serve the warrants 
until the defendants appeared in court to 
answer to the warrants first sworn out. 


Stone Makes a Request. 


In this connection President F. B. Stone 
of the Globe Depositors’ Association and 
the Executive committee make the formal 
request upon depositors that they shall not 
Swear out any more warrants for the ar- 
rest of the bank officers. They say it will 
only impede the progress of their work in 
recovering*the funds. 


COSMOPOLITAN REPUDIATES A LEASE. 


Seeks to Have a Midnight Instrument 
Set Aside That Invelves Spald- 
ing and Lanehart. 


Another side light is thrown on the réla- 
tions between President Spalding of the de- 
funct Globe Savings Bank and J. W. Lane- 
hart et al. by a bill in chancery filed after 
court hours yesterday in the office of the 
Clerk of the Cireuit Court by Moran, Kraus 
& Mayer, as solicitors for the Cosmopolitan 
Electrie company, in which the corporation 
seeks to have set aside an alleged fraudu- 
lent léase that names Charles W. Spalding 
as lessor and the corporation as lessee. 

It is asserted in the bill that when the al- 
leged lease was made the persons signing 
as President and Secretary respectively of 
the corporation were only nominally such of- 
fieers, and were not. stockholders in the con- 
cern and were not authorized to make the 
lease. It further asserts that Spalding knew 
this to be the fact; that the lease was made 
out and signed about midnight et Spalding’s 
howse the night of April 8, 1895; that the 
lease calls for quarterly payments of rental 
in advance, and that, notwithstanding this 
fact, no demand for payment was made until 
Feb. 6 last, when the Cosmopolitan Electric 
company received a letter from J. S. Huey, 
attorney for Mr. Spalding, saying he had 
been instructed to collect $3,200 alleged: to 
be due under the terms of the lease. 

The bill.further asserts that the act of the 
pretended officers of thé company in signing 
the lease was not authorized by the direct- 
ors and that none of the directors knew of 
the existence of the lease until the letter was 
received from Attorney Huey last February, 
when the lease at once was repudiated. 

The bill sets forth that the alleged lease 
deseribes property in John P. Altgeld’s sub- 
division of certain lots at the northwest cor- 
ner of Fleteher and Herndon streets, and 
that by its terms Spalding leased to the cor- 
poration, for twenty-five years, the property 
described at a rental ranging froth $1,600 a 
year at the beginning to $2,500 a year at the 
end of that period. 

Some wecks ago Attorney Huey, for his 
clent, Charles W. Spalding, brought suit to 
recover $3,200 under the terms of the alleged 
lease. On April 6 last, the bill alleges, Charles 
W. Spalding executed a quitelaim deed of the 
property described to the Chicago Title and 
Trust company, as receiver of the Globe 
Savings Bank. 

The present bill seeks to have the alleged 
lease set aside, and to enjoin Spalding and 
the Trust company, the latter being made de- 
fendant in the bill, from asserting any claim 
against the Cosmopolitan Electric company 
or instituting further suits nst the com- 
pany under the terms of the lease. 

The bill was filed late last’ evening and 
suppressed i . t be served 
upon ident Spalding. Alt to reach

condemned by the Russians as being a fresh 
violation of international law, as compiete- 
ly alienating European sympathy, and as ex- 
posing Greece to the dangerous consequences 
of disregarding the warning note of the 
powers. This note is still unanswered, 

While Greece is relying on the warning 
given that irregular bands were likely to 
cross the frontier, she disclaims resportsibil- 
ity for their aetion and is probably waiting 
to see whether a chance victory of the in- 
surgents will provoke the Macedonians into 
rising against the Turks. In the meantime 
Turkey is neglecting nothing which will 
give her an adviuntage in the coming strug- 
gie. The Sultan has just issued an irade 
accepting the Turkish-Roumanian treaty of 
commerce, which the Turkish Government 
had hitherto rejected as being disadvanta~- 
geous. Its acceptance was influenced by 
political motives, 


Greeks Aviid Responsibility. 

New York, April 12.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from St. Petersburg says: 

“The Greeks ate seeking every way of 
avoiding responsibility, owing to the word- 
ing of the note handed to them by the pow- 
ers. Regarding the attitude of Europe, 
vis-a-vis attachés state that the aggressors 
were Albanians, who numbered 2,600. Judg- 
ing from the words of a leading Greek au- 
thority here, the Greeks want War %i any 
price, and they will not stop, either, to con- 
sider the cost, the sacrifices, or the most 
dire results it must entail. 

‘*He says the Greeks have 70,000 troops, 
with which, he holds, they can defeat the 
Turks, whom he knows have not more than 
100,000 troops. The general opinion here is 
that if this is the commencement of war it is 
a good thing, as the matter will be promptly 
settled by the Turks. One of the signsof the 
moment is the Greek question, which is be- 
ginning to attract more attention in commer- 
clal than in diplomatic circles, for Greece 
ruined and without credit is the problem of 
the future upon which financiers are specu- 
lating. 

“M. Peteropohoff, correspondent of tie 
Russian Gazette, who has just returned from 
(greece, says that the whole affair of the war 
preparations with their accompanying 
scenes struck him as an opera bouffe per- 
formance, the soldiers seeming to have no 
idea of discipline or of the respect due their 
officers. 

"In the St. Petersburg Viedomosti, the 
political writer, M. Goldstrem, says in refer- 
ence to the strong Russian policy which has 
saved the situation everywhere: 

“ * There are traditions, but woe be to those 
countries where the realization of these tra- 
ditons is carried out in the streets—yclept 
public opinion. In the sphere of internation- 
al politics public opirion is a weathercock 
and not always in the direction of good 
sense. It brings help to none to complicate 
matters. Italy, France, and Austria have 
been weathercocks against their will. En- 
gland intentionally held out only through 
British doggedness. Only the Russian note 
can permit European diplomacy to overcome 
the sinister forces which are working In 
the Hast, where antagonism of races and 
religious interests are often artificially ex- 
cited by seekers of tumult.’”’ - 

Turkey and Greece Deny Blame. 

Rome, April 12.—It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that Turkey and Greece have each 
acdressed to the powers statements of a 
pacitic character in regard to the encounters 
on the Macedqnian frontier, which are de- 
scribed as ‘‘ mere frontier incidenis.”’ 

Germany, Russia, and Austria, it is fur- 
ther announced, have approved cf the ar- 
rangements of the Admirals in command of 
the foreign fleets in Cretan waters for the 
blockade of the Pirezus. 

Blockade Is in Abeyance. 

Vienna, April 12.~The diplomatic situation 
here is one of expectancy. The proposal 
to blockade the Pirzus is now in abeyance, 
and the diplomats think it wholly improb- 
able that the pawers will agree to restrain 
the Greek army [n the event of war between 
Greece and Turkey. 

Turkey Wants to Advance. 

Constantinople, April 11 (delayed in trans- 
mission).—The ‘Turkish Government in- 
formed the representatives of the foreign 
embassies on Saturday last that in conse- 
quence of the Greek invasion of Macedonia 
Edhem Pasha, the Turkish Commander-in- 
Chief, was marching on the Greek | ead- 
quarters at Larissa. According to authentic 
information obtained today, however, the 
Turkish army has not yet started, and it is 
supposed that at the iast moment Edhem 
Pasha’s orders to advance were counter- 
manded, 

Nevertheless the Turkish Government 
seems to have the intention of attempting 
to seize and hold Larissa until the Greeks 
shall have evacuated the Island of Crete. 
It is pointed out that Krania, the town fn 
Macedonia which is believed to be in the 
hands of Greek insurgents, and the scene 
of the present invasion, is an important 
strategic position, threatening Edhem 
Pasha’s communication with Janina, the 
Turkish headquarters in Albania. 

Effeet of the Raid. 

The Times will print tomorrow the fol- 
lowing dispatch from its Athens correspond- 
ent: 

‘Sober persons here doubt whethe-s the 
raiders have done the cause of Hellerism 
any réal service. It is inexplicable how the 
Ethnike Hetairias forces continue their ope- 
rations without any base. Their number 
alone requires that they receive constant 
supplies ef provisions and munitions of war. 
It is highly probable that they will soon find 
themseives in an extremely critical posi- 
tion. Should they succeed in the advance 
into Macedonia the army will insist upon 
following. Should they fail then their defeat 
must be avenged. 

‘* M. Delyannis, however, clearly explained 
to me today that if the Hetairia had not un- 
dertaken tout the gordian knot the govern- 
ment would have been obliged to take de- 
cisive steps within a few days. Greece, he 
added, in the present state of her finances 
could not maintain an army of 80,000 men 
under arms any length of time without 
enormous sacrifices, so that if there is to be 
fighiing it must come immediately. 

“The government, forewarned by the Ar- 
menian maesacres, has been saving gold for 
the last two years, and up to this point has 
not been compelled to have recourse to the 
money market. The rate of exchange, there- 
fore, has not risen and there is no intention 
of increasing the amount of foreed currency. 
Nevertheless additional funds must be pro- 
vided immediately and an internal loan is 
proposed. It will probably be covered. The 
government has no hews from the frontier 
of later date than yesterday evening, and 
the inference from this is that everything is 
uiet.’’ ?

DILKE ATTACKS THE GOVERNMENT. 


Warm Debate in the House of Com- 
mons on the Cretan Question— 
Backing the Wrong Horse. 


London, April 12.—-On the motion today of 
Mr. Balfour, the government leader, that 
the House of Commons adjourn over Easter, 
Sir Charles Dilke, radical member of the 
Forest of Dean division of Gloucestershire, 
expressed regret that the government be- 
fore adjourning had not afforded the House 
an opportunity of discussing its policy in re- 
gard to Crete. He said he believed the ma- 
jority of the nation supported the Libera's 
in the Eastern question. A bloekade of the 
Pireus, he contended, though it might upset 
the King and the Kingdom of Greece, could 
not restore order in Crete. The speaker 
pointed out that the concert of the powers 
did not come into existence for the purpose 
of dealing with Crete, but to deal with the 
Armenian question, with which the powers 
had been fruitiessly struggling for two 
years, when they were stirred out of slug- 
gish action by the dispatch of Prince George 
of Greece with the Greek torpedo flotilla to 
the Island of Crete and by the landing of 
Greek troopsthere. He concluded with com- 
menting upon the imbecility and he'plessness 
of theconcert until the King of Greece forced 
their hand. 

The Parliamentary Secretary for the 
Foreign Office, Mr. Curzon, replied for the 
government. He said no one could rightly 
eomplain of lack of opportunity to discuss 
the conduct of the government. There had 
been many discussions on the subject and 
on the speeches of the Marquis of Salisbury, 
although it was true there had not been a 
vote of censure, the government having 
failed to persuade the Liberal leader, Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, to repeat in the 
House the martial oration so much admired 
at Norwich. Since the blockade, Mr. Curzon 
pointed out, many thousands of helpless and 
defenseless people have been protceted by 
the forces of the powers, and their Admirals 
have done inestimable work in the relief 
of the beleaguered and the saving of life. 
In the face of the explicit warnings, how- 
ever, the insurgents had persisted in their 
endeavors to starve out the Turkish garri- 
sons at outlying posts and obtained com- 
mand of the outposts commanding the 
towns occupied by the forces of the powers. 

Mr. Curzon: then turned to the question of 
the possibility of war between Greece ard 
Turkey. He insisted that the government 
had strained every nerve to prevent an out- 
break of hostilities, which, he claimed, the 
government could only regard as calamitous 
to Greece and as constituting a grave menace 
to the peace of Europe. As to the Greek raid 
into Macedonia, Mr. Curzon assured the 
House that the raid was entirely unauthor- 
ized by the Greek Government and was not 
participated in by the Greek regular troops, 
and the Government of Turkey had an- 
a that if the raid was not repeated 

urkey would not treat it as a casus belli, as 
she might have done. 

In reply, Sir William Harcourt said Mr. 
Balfour complained that his motion was not 
sufficiently censorious; but if the motion had 
been carried it would have turned out the 
government. The government wouid nct 
face the question of the forees of the crown 
being employed-against Greece. Never be- 
fore, he asserted, had a government declined 
to meet such a motion or shrunk from such 
an issue. ’ 

“In the present concert of Europe,” said 
Sir Willlam, ‘‘ Great Britain seemed to be 
giving everything and getting nothing. The 
coneert. was started to protect the Arme- 
mians. Now the House was told by the gov- 
ernment that the Armenians must be aban- 
foned, because if the Turks were not al- 
lowed to massacre the Armenians, then the 
Christian powers would massacre each 
other. In Crete Great Britain had been 
backing the wrong horse and bombarding 
the wrong people.” 

Mr. Balfour, replying, defended the gov- 
ernment’s refusal to give a day for the dis- 
cussion of a resolution so ambiguous. The 
leader of the opposition had said many hard 
things concerning the concert, but he had 
not said whether he desired England to tell 
the powers that she meant to resume her 
* splendid, isolation,’’ which he (Harcourt) 
had attacked a year ago. The presence of 
the powers in Crete had the approval of the 
Porte. So far as the blockade itself was 
concerned, the leader of the opposition was 
better fitted to discuss that as a member 
of the government which in 1886 set the 
first example of a blockade like the present. 

Mr. Labouchere said that in view of the 
thorough distrust felt in the government, 
and of the serious crisis in the Bast, he did 
not think the eye of Parliament ought to 
be closed for a fortnight. He therefore 
moved that the House do not adjourn. 

This motion was rejected by a vote of 210 
to 49, and Mr. Balfour’s motion to adjourn 
over Easter was carried..

Referring to the presence of British blue- 
jackets and marines in South Africa, Mr. 
Gosthen said: 

“They are to represent to Sir Alfred Milner 
‘British power in South Africa. They are the 
Suarantee to him and to our colonists, to tre 
loyal men who supported British rule, that 
the country is determined to maintain its 
power in those quarters, and that it will back 
its High Commissioner with the power of tne 
British Empire.” 

A dispatch from Cape Town today confirms 
the report, apparently, of the dispatch of the 
British war vessel to Delagoa Bay. The 
British warship Raccoon sailed today from 
Cape Town under sealed orders. The ofii- 
cials there refuse to divulge its destination:

CUBANS WIN ANOTHER BIG BATTLE.

Havana, April 10.—A big battle has béen 
fought at San Miguel de Encrucijada, Pinar 
del Rio Province, between the Spanish bat- 
talion of Gerona and some 1,000 insurgents 
led by Vidal Ducasse and Perico Delgado. 
After a hand-to-hand fight the Spanish re- 
tired, leaving on the neld their dead and 
wounded, and horses, arms, and ammunition. 

The Spanish explain that the combination 
of two columns, which were to attack the 
Cubans on two sides, failed. They say that 
the battalion of Gerona was ordered to 
maintain without help a bad position, to efi- 
courage the insurgents to the attack, and 
then to drive them to a certain place’ at 
which another battalion was expected to 
overwhelm the patriot férce.

London, April 12.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Times says it is stated in 
well informed circles that another nest of 
plotters was discovered there a few days ago 
in Sergius street, one of the most fashion- 
able thoroughfares. The police raided a 
private lodging house belonging to a well 
known Russian Prince. The raid was made 
during the night, and the police found a 
secret printing press, with a mass of proc- 
lamations and a large quantity of other revo- 
ultionary literature.

A city should have the same right to own and 
operate its own street railroad system on the expiration of a franchise as to own and 
operate its own system of street illumination, water-works, or any other public en- 
terprise. Cities the size of Chicago might own and cperate their own street rail- 
roads to advantage, although in small cities I believe a reverse policy would be prefer- 
able.

MAYOR TODDINCLINES TO CITY CONTROL 


Louisville, Ky., April 12.—|Special.j—Not being familiar with the provisions of the 
Humphrey street railway bills, I would not like todiscussthem. As tothe advisability 
of removing the control of city railway affairs from the hands of the city government 
and placing it with a State board, this is a question that has many aspects and can only 
be settied in any community by practical experiment, and even this could not affurd a 
standing test. If the city government iv incontrol of good business-men who are in cir- 
cumstances that do not render them peculiarly liable to being influenced by such a 
corporation, I think it would be better to leave the control with them. If given to a 
State beard there is danger that the board might prove populistic and display the an- 
tagonism so generally shown toward large cities and corporations. 

However, if the State board should have the advantage in personnel it wouid be 
more fit for control than a city government. I favor the granting of street railway 
franchises to companies that pay taxes ontheir property and also pay for the fran- 
chise privilege. These franchises shovld run for five years or so. At the end of that 
time bids should be received andifthehbidof the company having the franchise and 
owning the system did not equal those offered by other companies a Committee of Ar- 
bitration should fix a fair price for the system and have authority to dispose of it and 
the franchise. 

I do not believe the city should attempt to operate strect car systems, as it affords 
too much oportunity for jobbery. This cannot be done away with in such cases. A pri- 
vate corporation under proper municipal control can operate them cheaper and with 
less danger of jobbery than the city can., It is a well-known fact that private corpora- 


tions can do work cheaper for a city than the city can itself.

FRANCHISES BELONG TO MUNICIPALITY. 


Atlanta, Ga., April 12.—[Special.]—I cannot say that I am familiar with tho Hum- 
phrey street railway bill, though I suppose it has as its purpose the placing of the 
street railways of Chicago and other cities in Illinois in the hands of a State commissicn. 
The power to regulate and control the street railway affairs of a city, I should think, 
ought to remain in the hands of the municipal authorities, for the reason that they are 
more closely in touch with the people who have to deal with these street railwuys than 
@ State cémmission could be. I think they would be in a better position to judge what 
is best to be done, not only for the benefit of the people of the city but for the street 
railways themselves. In regard to fares, transfers, schedules, and other matters of that 
kind which pertain to the public operation of street railway corporations, the municipal 
authorities should have absolute control of the franchises. I believe that a city should 
be given the opportunity of operating and extending the car lines in its,-borders, provid- 
ed the conditions are favorable to such an exercise of power. In other words, if any 
cities are so situated as to make it desirable for them to own and cperate their own 
lines, then they have the right, but not, of course, till the expiration of any franchise 
that might previously have been given for the operation of the local lines. 

I can see no logical reason why municipal govermments should not own and operate 
their own street railways. They hold and operate their water-works—in fact, I believe 
it is the rule rather than the exception for a municipality to own and operate its water- 
works. In a great many instances they maintain their own electric light plants. and es- 
pecially within the last two years the tendency has been for cities to acquire their own 
plants. I would not be surprised in a few years to see it the rule rather than the excep- 
tion for municipalities to own and operate their own water-works and electric light 
plants, and I can see no reason why cities couldn’t with equal facility and possibly 
greater satisfaction to the people maintain their own street railway systems. They 
should not adopt this course with the view of making money out of it, beyond the neces- 
sary amount of fair return on the investment, such as paying the interest on bonds, 
keeping the property in repair, and improving and extending it. 

After that is dane the people should be given the benefit of low fares, libera’ sched- 
ules, and free transfers. Of course this proposition presupposes that a system will be 
devised for keeping this department out of municipal politics, and local administrative 
boards should be formed, having plenary powers to control and regulate. With such 
safeguards as these I do not see why a city should not own and operate its own fran- 
chises. They could certainly do it with greater ease and more thorough justice than 


could a State commission.

PITTSBURG’S MAYOR FOR NO: OVERSIGHT. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 12.—[Special.]}—Mayor H. P. Ford said today: 

‘“*Not knowing anything about the Humphrey bills I would not care to put my sig- 
nature to an article on the subject. Generally speaking, I am opposed to the city and 
State supervision of street railways. Theconditions in Chicago, where the ground is 
level, are different from what they are in Pittsburg, where the land is hills and hollows.

extend, or annul franchises. 


When capitalists put their money in a road they do not know whether it will be a suc- 
cess. They have to risk their capital and take the responsibility. If the road provesa 
success the city shares in the benefit by getting improved transportation facilities and 
securing an increased taxable value on real estate. 

‘The city should not have the powerto annul a franchise because a railway might 
be operated for ten years and not pay. Just about the time the stockholders began get- 


ting their money back it would not beright for the city to step in and annul 


their 


franchise. The men responsible for thecreation of the road would quit heavy losers if 
this were done, The city should mot be given a chance to build and operate street rail- 
ways unless it has the money to do the work. The municipalty might project a railroad 
that would losé money in its operation instead of making it. The taxpayers would have 
to foot the losses.. Then, again, to build new lines the city would have to levy sufficient 
taxation to cover the cost and operation. This might be disastrous to the taxpayers 


and plunge some of them into bankruptcy. 


With private capital taking all the risks the 


city should give every encouragement inthe way of franchises. If a road is not a suc- 
cess the city will not lose anything, as it would if it built the line.” 


BELIEVES STATE CONTROL IS UNWISE. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 12.—({Special.]—I think that a city should control its own af- 
fairs. Like a business concern, it knows more about its own business and needs than 
outsiders who are but indirectly interested. State control of the Police Board of St. 
Louis has furnished an example of Stateinterference in city affairs, which, I think, 


has taught the people that such a policy is unwise. 


I don’t think that the people of 


St. Louis want any Stat> interference that they can avoid, and believe that they 
would gladly rid themselves of State control of the Police Board if they could. The 
city reaps the benefits and suffers the damages to streets caused by building and 
operating street railways, and, standing in such a position, I should say emphatically 
that it should retain the right to grant, annul, extend, and regulate such railway 
franchises and matters pertaining to the public operation of such corporations. The 
powers over railway franchises should remain in the hands of the municipality. 

I am not prepared to express an opinion on whether or not the city should be given 
a chance to own and operate roads at the expiration of franchises or whether of not

‘CONTROL SHOULD REST IN CITIES. 


Omaha, Neb., April 12.—{Special.}—I am not as conversant with the Humphrey street 
railway bill as I should be to enter into a discussion of its merits. However, I cannot 
see the advantage of the service to be defived in giving a State board authority over 
municipal affairs of a city so important as the street railway business. The author- 
ity to grant franchises, regulate fares, and all matters pertaining to the control of the 
great street railway systems should remain in the citizens of the cities interested. 
Certainly, if the people of a city sodesire, they should be given the chance to own and 
operate street car systems on expiration of the franchises previously granted. There 
can scarcely be two questions to this, provided, of ceurse, that a majority of the citizens 
desire to see the city operate the lines of street cars. Public operation of such corpora- 
tions undoubtedly should be in the municipality, and the people can scarcely afford to 
see it delegated to any board composed of people not affected wholly by the street car 


traffic. 


The reason for this is obvious. As to the policy of the city going into the 


building of new lines of street railway, that is another phase of the question, and 


quite an advanced position.

Commissioners, but allow the latter to extend franchises. 


The city should have the 


power to control and regulate franchises and fares in every way if in the judgment 
of the city officers it would be good policy to do so. The city should also have the right 
to build whatever new lines are needed. City ownership and corporate ownership 
should not be mixed in the sametown. When franchises are required by a city they 
should be obtained at their real value, and not at a fictitious value, as mere revenue 
producers, fixed for the purpose of securing dividends on capital two or three times in 
excess of the actual money value of investment and expenditures.

Railway traffic east and west by transfer 
boat across the river impeded by swift cur- 
rent on Louisiana side.

CHETLAIN RULES AGAINST THE POLICE 


Refuses to Find for Chief Badenoch in 
the Quinlan Trial—Dismissal 
as to Fitzpatrick. 


Judge Chetlain ruled against the police 
yesterday in the Quinlan damage suit. 

When Mrs. Ella C. Quinlan finished her 
testimony under cross-examination in the 
trial of her damage suit against Chief Bad- 
enoch and Inspector Fitzpatrick, the prose- 
cution rested and the defense at once moved 
that the court take the case from the jury 
and find for the defendants on the ground 
that the plaintiff had not made out a case. 

Judge Chetlain heard the argument on the 
motion in his chambers. The attorneys for 
the defense urged that on the face of the 
evidence of Mrs. Quinlan herself, together 
with that developed from day to day dur- 
ing her detention at the time of the ‘‘ Holmes’ 
Castle ’’ investigation, the police were justi- 
fied:in keeping her under arrest. 

“I think the police ghould have had this 
woman indicted, instead of releasing her,” 
said Attorney J. H. Hamline. 

“The Police Department has no right to 
deprive any one of his or her liberty an hour 
if it is possible to secure an investigation of 
the facts by a Justice of the Peace,’’ ruled 
Judge Chetlain. ‘“ The law is very plain on 
that point. The motion is overruled.” 

The case was ordered dismissed as to In- 
spector Fitzpatrick, as there was no evi- 
dence connecting him with the alleged un- 
lawful detention. 

Chief Badenoch testified in the afternoon.

With his 
revolver still covering the cashier the man 
on the..ineide backed slowly to the gate, 
opened .it, and passed out, walked through 
the narfow passage in front of the executive 
office door and around’to his companion. 
The men hurried out of the door, keeping 
Mr. Cobb covered with their revolvers to the 
last. -it was some seconds before the cash- 


ier recovered. Then he caught up his re- 


volver, pressed the electric button, and 
rushed toward the gate. He sheyted as he 
ran, and as he hurried through the passage- 
way met Treasurer Williams coming from 
his office. Shouting that the bank had been 
robbed, Mr. Cobb hurried to the door. 

Down Hudson street in the direction of 
the Hudson River railroad and the Hudson 
River two men were seen running. A few 
minutes later several police officers arrived. 
Mr. Willlams did not know what had hap- 
pened, and Mr. Cobb was too much excited 
to tell. The officers understood the bank 
had been robbed, but how they could not 
gather. Mr. Williams tried to calm his ex- 
cited and almost hysterical associate. 

Finally the police gained an idea of what 
had happened, but by that time the robbers 
had disappeared. Cashier Cobb cannot give 
a good description of them, but remembers 
that both appeared under 25 years old anc 
wore mustaches. 

The money stolen was mostly $1, $10, $20, 
and $100 bills. There was also one $1,00u 
bill, and two checks amounting to $200. Tue 
thieves were evidently professionals. While 
the first was talking with the cashier the 
second crawled along the fluor through tne 
gate and under the cashier's desk.

E. A. Webster Rosas Renews Her 
Attempt to Get a Share ofa 
Large Estate, 


New York, April 12.—Mrs. E. A. W éboster 
Ross, who has made several unsuccess{[ul at- 
tempts in Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
to get control of the estate of William Henry 
King, millicnaire, will continue her pattle 
in this city this week. ‘ 

King died in the Butler Hospital, Provi- 
‘dence, R. I., on March 5 last. He had been 
confined in insane asylums for thirty-one 
years. Mrs. Ross appeared in 1893, said 
King was her long-lost uncle, and deniéed that 
he was related to the King family of Rhode 
Islaad, members of which had had him pro- 
nounced insane and one of whom had been 
appointed guardian of his person and prop- 
erty. 

In all her actions heretofore Mrs. Ross 
declined to say more than that she was next 
ef kin and the only heir to William Henry 
King’s millions.

In this she 
tells all about her family back to the days of 
King George. She claims Daniel Webster 
as 2.distant kinsman and traces her Grant 
ancestry back to the Barons of Kinmeachly.

JOHN HARE IN EXQUISITE COMEDY. 


English Actor Appears to Fine Ad- 
vantage in Mr. Pinero’s “ The 
Hobby Horse.” 


John Hare received a royal welcome at 
Hooley’s last night on his return to Chi- 
cago, happily in the best of health this time 
and in the best of spirits, too, if we are to 
judged by his performance in “ The Hobby 
Horse ”’ and his speech before the curtain. 
There was some doubt_as to the advisability 
of opening the engagement with Mr. Pine- 
ro’s comedy in preference to the ever popu- 
lar “‘ Caste’ or “‘ A Pair of Spectacles,” but 
that doubt, which may have arisen from 
the unpromising sound of the title, was 
amply dispelled by the sustained laughter 
which greeted the production, laughter 
often of that quiet sort which is most flat- 
tering to the soul of the playwright. In 
“The Hobby Horse” Mr. Pinero runs a-tilt 
at the various kinds of so-called philanthro- 
py which are indylged in by impractical 
people. Mr. Spencer Jermyn, a horse-racing 
English squire, would exercise his charity 
upon a home for decayed jockeys, while his 
young and somewhat Puritanical wife has 
a passion for dirty children and slumming 
in general. When the Squire goes off to 
attend a series of race meetings Mrs. Jer- 
myn changes places with her companion, 
Miss Moxon, and goes to the East End of 
London to live in the house of a hard-worked 
curate and take care of his niece while he 
goes for a much needed holiday. Unfortu- 
nately the Rev. Mr. Noel Brice changes his 
plans, stays at home, and falls in loverwith 
this amateur philanthropist, and is in fact 
caught in the act of proposing to her by 
Mr. Jermyn himself, who has come to the 
house to hunt up his errant son, with whom 
he had quarreled some time before. The 
lamp in the room is low, however, and the 
squire does not recognize his wife, but im- 
agines from what his son tells him that 
it is Miss Moxon whom he has discovered. 
In the meantime Mrs. Jermyn has persuad- 
ed Mr. Brice to accept the position of War- 
den to the home for decayed jockeys in an- 
swer to an advertisement, although in order 
to do so she has to write a misleading letter 
of acceptance, which he signs without read- 
ing it. The complications which arise are 
cleverly dealt with, and the final disen- 
tanglement is reserved for the end of the 
third act, when both Mr. and Mrs. Jermyn 
resolve to give up their mistaken ideas of 
philanthropy. 

Those who are familiar with Mr. Pinero’s 
farce comedies of ‘‘ The Cabinet Minister ” 
tpye will here find a great change for the 
better. The central object of the play is to 
satirize certain philanthropical fads, but 
the satire is not only delicate, but it is so 
well subordinated to the real human inter- 
est in the play that it does not rob it of its 
vital spark. Herein lies the difference be- 
tween ‘“‘The Hobby Horse’ and “The 
Rogue’s Comedy,” for the latter is a satire 
and nothing else, while the former is far 
more deserving of the title of comedy. 
There are one or two faults in the.first two 
acts which might have been rectified. The 
first is too “talky ” and the second is in- 
clined to become sentimental and almost 
melodramatic at times, but, generally 
speaking, the author manages to avoid the 
snare of false sentiment except where he 
is aided and abetted by the actor. 

With Mr. Hare he is perfectly safe. The 
English actor may have played greater 
parts, but none in which he ig able to sus- 
tain the manner of pure comedy so effect- 
ively through three long acts. To watch 
Mr. Hare play such a character as Spencer 
Jermyn is a liberal education in itself. It 
is a work of such exquisite art that one for- 
gets entirely that it is not the natural man 
himself. It is not as an eccentric lover 
of the turf that he appears, but as 
a real human being in whom the kind- 
ly feeling for decayed jockeys is only 
a passing whim. There can be no 
greater. relief than to find both an autnor 
and an actor who can give us comedy in 
which the characters are. not made out of 
single qualities but out of real human 
nature. | 

Of Mr. Hare’s support it is possible to speak 
in terms of almost unqualified praise. Miss 
May Harvey was a pleasing Mrs. Jermyn, 
but she ought to take lessons in voice pro- 
duction, and she .ought to learn from Mr. 
Hare to avoid those exaggerations which 
belong to farce and not tocomedy. Further- 
more, she should not spegk of the East End 
as the. ‘* Mecca-r-of my dreams.” Mr. Gil- 
bert Hare, the worthy son cf a worthy fa- 
ther, made all that was possible out of the 
part of Tom Clarke, the prodigal, while. Mr. 
Frederic Kerr as a bucolic solicitor, Miss 
Mona Oram as the real Miss Moxon, and 
Mr. Frank Giilmore as the Rev. Noel Brice 
did excellent work. The decayed jockeys 
with their spokesman, Mr. Charles Grove,

FIRST NIGHT OF JAPANESE Comro 
OPERA AT THE COLUMBIA. 


Dainty and Fanciful, Its Picturesque 
Effects of Costume and Background 
Have a Peculiar Charm—Quaint 
Flavor of the Musit, Theugh No 
Special. Attempt Is. Made te Adhere 
to Nationality—The Story and Those 
Who Made It Real.

‘ne Geisha,’ dainty, picturesque, and 
fanciful; with a stage full of figures that 
might have stepped *from a Japanese 
plaque, is a delightful change from the 
routine of musical pleces that time has 
brought, and, indeed, eternity threatened 
to bring to us. . 

A long time has elapsed since “The Mi- 
kado”’ won its way into public affections. 
Since then we have had the national:in 
comic opera, light opera, and every musical 
guise known to the Nbrettist. 

But there was always a glaring lapse 
somewhere, and the result generally proved 
a vaudeville show, with unnecessarily ex- 
pensive. costumes. Not one in the tireless 
line of comic opera venders appeared to 
consider it necessary to instill any atenos- 
phere into the undertaking. There was a 
scenic background, the costumes more or 
less incorrect, and a faint attempt on the 
part of the composer to parody the music 
of that part of the globe in which the story 
progressed. Then the task was dohe. 

Since “‘ The Mikado” it has not proved a 
grateful one. The run of the majority of 
such creations lasted a considerably briefer 
time than the rehearsals necessary to pre- 
pare them, 


Music ef “The Geisha.” 

As far as the music in * The Geisha ” is 
concerned, there is no especial attempt made 
to adhere to the Japanese. There is a bit 
of quaint flavor in it, suggestive, that is 
all. But quite enough. 

The book is not witty, but ft is clever. 
Stage manager, costumer, and scene painter 
have worked together instead of each with 
his own especial idea of a country, which he 
made as he thought it ought to be, and when 
combined efforts were brought forward gen- 
erally appeared a puzzle to which the key 
had been lost. 

, The Geisha” is conceived to allow full 
play to picturesque effects, and the most is 
made of them.

overrun with Wisteria blessoms catches the 
attention and the fancy. The little Geishas 
are as quaint and’ guileful as Japanesd dolls. 
All the air of Loti’s Mme. Chrysanthemum 
is about them. When they are sold by auc- 
tion on decree of Imari because Mimosa fails 
to regard him with the same affection that 
she bestows upon every other man in the 
cast, there is one of the prettiest bits in 
the piece. 


Story of the Opera.

The English officer-lover naturally is as- 
sisted to straighten things out. By strange 
Sarcasm, possibly unintentional, it is the wit 
of the French maid that helps him to it. 
She in turn is granted Imari, a spouse with- 
out a bride, as matrimonial recompense, 

The list of people engaged is a long one in 
“ The Geisha,” and one worthy of commen- 
dation. The Lady Constance was done in 
charmingly well-bred fashion by Miss Edith 
Atheiston. If one thought regretfully for 
a moment of the picture Miss Marie Tem- 
pest must have allowed the London public 
as Mimosa, Miss Dorothy Morton made one 
forget it briefly... Mr. Mark Smith, familiar 
in many roles other than the Imari of last 
night, was the chief comedy figure. 


Some of the Songs. 


Mr. Sidney Jones has composed some de- 
lightful music to the lyrics of Mr. Harry 
Greenbank. A third collaborator, Mr. Owen 
Liall, contributes the dialogue. One song 
ailotted Fairfax, and granted an encore 
by Mr. Van Rensselaer last night, and a 
particularly taking bit, is by Mr. Lionel 
Monckton.

Mayor Swift presided at the town meeting. 
and there were present about forty Aldér- 
men, a number of contractors, representa- 
tives of the Municipal committee of the 
Civic Federation, and a large audience of 
idle men, who usually spend their time in 
the reading-room across the~hall, but were 
attracted to the Council Chamber by the 
nogise of the oratory. 

Aid. Harlan wanted to know why the 
clause allowing’ contractors ‘to sublet had 
been put in the specifications, and Commis- 
sioner Kerr said he was willing to have it 
stricken out. His only idea was, as it was a 
big job, the sWetcessful bidder might want 
to form a corporation to earry on the busi- 


ness. 
Hetel Garbage and Rubbish. 


Then Ald. Harlan said he had a letter 
from a firm which had bid on the work, in 
which it offered to include the hotel garbage 
in the contract and also carry away all rub- 
bish and waste, except manure and cellar 
dirt.

Leslie Carter, 
Republicans Declare for Renomination 

The Executive committee of the Cook 
County Republican Central committee also 
sent a letter to the Judges indcrsing Benja- 
min D. Magruder for re@lection to the Su- 
premie bench, declaring the renomination of 
and pledging support to the present Cfrcuit 
Judges, and favoring the bill changing the 
time for the election of Judge Breniano’s 
successor from November to June and 
pledging him the support of the Republican 
party for renomination an reélection. 

In reply to these communications the Cir- 


 euit Judges, after exppessing thanks, wrote 


as follows: 

We regard these movements as prompted by a 
desire that the election of Judges shall not be a 
matter of partisan contest, which feeling, we 
believe, pervades all parties. We, therefore, ac- 
cept the pledges tendered to us and consent to 
have our names used as candidates for re@lection 
as Judges of the Circuit Court of Cook County at 
the ensuing June election. 

Lorimer Approves Renominations. 

Congressman Lorimer said last night he 
was in favor of the Republicans, either 
through their County Central committee or 
in convention, nominating all the. present 
Judges for reé@lection, whether it pleases 
the Democrats to do likewise or not. 

‘If public sentiment demands such action, 
undoubtedly a reguiar delegate convention 
will be held,’”’ Mr. Lorimer continued, “ al- 
though in my opinion nominations made by 
the County Central committee would an- 
swer exactly the same purpose. The pres- 
ent incumbents are all good men and have 
the advantage of experience. No man can 
go on the bench and familiarize himself with 
the work sufficiently to be of value in less 
than one year.”’ 

Just as soon as Chairman John M. Smyth 
returns from California the Central commit- 
tee will determine how the nominations shall 
be made. Mr. Smyth is expected home about 
May 1. 
Democrats Desire te Dictate. 

Feeling in the Democratic camp, flushed 
as the leaders are with their present success, 
as to what course should be pursued seems 
to be divided. Some of the ruling spirits are 
urging the policy of putting up a full ticket, 
then going into the fight with the determi- 
nation of electing it. Others propose form- 
ing an agreement with the Republicans, pro- 
vided that can be done, under which each 
party shall name half the candidates. But 
they want to have the entire say as to who 
of the present Democratic Judges shall be 
kept. Then, too, it was suggested yesterday 
that if the Republicans insist upon renomi- 
nating all the old Judges, the Democrats 
might nominate a non-partisan ticket of 
their own make, taking a few of the present 
bench and then filling up the vacancies with 
new men, ; 

There is a host of candidates on both sides 
of the fence. 


DEMOCRATS HOT APTER BRIDGE JOBS. 


Positions as Tenders Not Being Under 
Civil Service Is a Surprise 
to Incumbents. 


It having been discovered that bridge- 
tenders are exempt from civil service, there 
is great rejoicing among job hunters in the 
Democratic camp. The interesting feature 
of this discovery is every man now holding 
one of these lucrative positions supposed he 
was under civil service and comparatively 
safe. 

A copy of the law and rules with a list 
of the exemptions was furnished the com- 
mission last year by Corporation Counsel 
Beale and it includes bridgetenders. They 
are exempt, Mr. Beale says, because wnder 
the charter such officers are appointed by the 
Mayor and confirmed by the Council. 

However, the Council, especially in recent 
years, has never had any confirming of 
bridgetenders to do. Neither has the Mayor 
been appointing them. All that, apparently, 
by common consent, has been referred to the 
Commissioner of Public Works.

No decision was rendered by Judge Car- 
ter and the Election Commissioners yes- 
terday in the Murphy-Fick election fraud 
case.

COMMITTEE RATIFIES THE CANAL DEAL 


Drainage Board Is Likely to Make Very 
Slight Changes in the Valley 
Compromise. 


The Legislation committee of the Drain- 
age Board yesterday adopted, with some 
modifications, the propositions agreed upon 
last Saturday at the conference between 
the board and the valley people at Ottawa. 
Members of the body also said the hostility 
of Chicago newspapers to plans of the ma- 
jority' of the board would stop all progress 
by June, as needed legislation probably 
would not be secured. 

The Ottawa conference was the  out- 
growth of a similar conference two weeks 
The object was to effect a compro- 
mise. The valley people offered an amend- 
ment to the existing drainage law as a sub- 
stitute for the Trowbridge bill, and the 
board representatives agreed to it. They 
also suggested an amendment, which is to 
be offered in the House this week to Bill No. 
363, With reference to the tax levy, to which 
the board representatives also agreed after 
modification. These matters came up for 
ratification at the committee meeting y4- 
terday. There were present Chairman Mal- 
lette and Messrs. Jones, Wenter, Carter, 
Braden, and Boldenweck. 

Mr. Eckhart, who was present at the 
opening of the meeting, outlined the peril 
of adopting the first of the proposed meas- 
ures. His remarks seem to haye had some 
effect, as the paper as it came from the 
conference was materially amended before 
it was ratified. 

In the following draft of the propos 
amendment to the existing drainage law th 
words in the first parenthesis were stricken 
out and the words in the second parenthesis 
added before the committee ratified the 
agreement of the conference. The amend- 
ment follows: 

And provided further, that if any individual or 
the authorities of any municipal corporation shall 
file with the Attorney-General a verified state- 
ment, in writing, setting forth wherein said sani- 
tary district has failed to comply with any of the 
provisions of this act it shall be the duty of the 
Attorney-General forthwith to file in the Supreme 
Court of this State a petition for mandamus set- 
ting forth wherein said sanitary district has failed 
to comply with the provisions of this act, and 
said court shall thereupon hear and determine 
such cause (and proceed to enforce compliance 
with the provisions of the act) as in other cases 
of mandamus. 

And, in-order to comply with the provisions of 
this act such sanitary district is herewith author- 
ized and empowered to levy and collect such tax. 
as an emergency tax, upon the taxable property of 
such sanitary district as may be necessary to 
carry into effect any order, judgment, or decree 
of sald court (relating to the capacity, improve- 
ment, and equipment of the channel or outlet of 
said district). s 

This measure, which Mr. Eckhart has 
branded as “‘ infamous,” alleging that {t con- 
ferred on the board unlimited powers of 
taxation, Was unanimously adopted by the 
committee. Attorney Hayes and every 
member present expressed the opinion that 
it “only gave the valley people their rea- 
sonable guaranty against the malfeasance 
and oppression of future boards. 

The other matter brought before the com- 
mittee was more easily disposed of. This 
was the amendment which the valley people 
proposed to the bill for the extension of the 
right to tax 1% per cent, and was as follows, 
the’ words in the parenthesis being the 
amendment secured from the conference by 
the representatives of the board: 

Provided, that no part of the taxes hereby 
authorized shall be used by such sanitary district 
for the construction of permanent, fixed, or im- 
movable bridges across any channel constructed 
under the provisions of this act; and, further. that 
ali bridges bullt across such channel shall not 
unnecessarily interfere with or obstruct the navi- 
gation of such channel when the same hecomes a 
navigable stream as provided in Sec. 24 of this 
adt, but such bridges shall be so constructed that 
they can be raised, swung, or moved out of the 
way of vessels, tugs,. boats, or other water- 
eraft navigating such channel. 

*rovided, further, that nothing fn this act shall 

(so construed as to compel said district to main- 
taln or operate said bridges as movable bridges 
(for a pertod of seven years from and after the 
time when the water has been turned into said 
channel pursuant to law, unless the needs of gen- 
eral navigation on the Desplaines and Mlinois 
Rivers, when connected with said channel, sooner 
require it). 

This measure, having been maturely con- 
sidered by the committee before it was laid 
before the confrence, was ratified without 
debate. Both measures will be reported for 
the ratification of the board at its next 
meeting.

Complication of Pneumonia and Heart 
Trouble Proves Fatal—Twenty-two 
Years Associated with the Million- 
aire Packer and Intrusted with All 
Business Matters Requiring Tact 
and Diplomacy—Tribute to His 
Worth and Ability. 


Edward J. Martyn, Vice-Presfaent of the 
Union Stock-Yards and Transit company 
and confidential man for P. D. Armour, 
died at his home, No. 112 Astor street, at 11 
o’clock yesterday morning of a compltica- 
tion of pneumonia and heart trouble after 
a week's illness. He leaves a wife and two 
daughters—Hazel, 16 years old, who is at 
mspnne: in Massachusetts, and Dorothy, aged

on Monday night this developed into pneu- 
monia. His illness was not considered seri- 
ous, however, till about two days ago, when 
the attack of pneumonia became complli- 
cated with heart difficulty. At the Armour 
offices it was not known that Mr. Martyn 
was dangerously ill till yesterday morning, 
a few hours before his death. 

Besides his position as director and Vice- 
President of the Union Stock-Yards and 
Transit company Mr. Martyn was also di- 
rector in the Chicago Junction railway 
company and the Kansas City Stock-Yards 
and the Metropolitan Street railway compa- 
nies of Kansas,City, representing the inter- 
ests of P. D. Armour. 

Mr. Martyn was 51 years old last Monday. 
Twenty-two years ago he entered the em- 
ploy of P. D. Armour as a clerk, coming to 
Chicago from Massachusetts. From a clerk 
he was promoted gradually until he became 
confidential agent for the corporation and 
took entire charge of its legal business. 

He was the personal representative of 
P. D. Armour and as such had several times 
visited Europe and was in close touch with 
every business interest of the millionaire 
jracker. 

Mr. Martyn was a member of the Union 
League and Marquette clubs, an active Re- 
publican, and a vestryman of St. Chrys- 
ostom’s Episcopal Church. / 

The news of his death was a great sur- 
prise to his friends yesterday, most of whom 
did not even know of his illness. At the 
office of Armour & Co., where he had been 
at work but a few days ago, his associates 
at first were inclined to disbelieve the report 
of his death. 

P. D. Armour said of him:* 

‘“‘Mr. Martyn’s and my relations were 
like those of two brothers, and his death 
could scarcely have shocked me more. We 
had been intimately associated for the last 
twenty-two years, and I have come to be- 
lieve there were few nobler or better men 
living. He was aman of rare business tact 
and judgment, and for this reagon was in- 
trusted with the more intricate and impor- 
tant affairs of the firm, especially those re- 
quiring great diplomacy. The death of no 
man connected with the firm could be as 
deeply deplored as that of Mr. Martyn from 
the respect and affection in which he was 
held by every one.”’ 

Mr. Martyn’s wife was a Miss Taggert of 
Ripon, Wis. 


JOSEPH F. SMITH, A PIONEER, DIES. 


Resident of Chicago for Sixty-one 
Years and Identified with For- 
mer Leading Hotels. 


Joseph F. Smith, a resident of Chicago 
continuously for sixty-one years, died yes- 
terday at his residence, No. 89 Warren ave- 
nue. Mr. Smith came to this city from 
Pittsfield, Mass., in 1836, and up to 1865 he 
was engaged in the hotel business. He first 
was with the Massasoit House, where he 
officiated as clerk. Later he became propri- 
etor of the New York House on Randoiph 
street, west of Franklin, which in the early 
history of the city had the reputation of 
being one of the leading hotels of Chicago. 

Mr. Smith’s next venture was as proprietor 
of the Clinton House, located where the 
present Briggs House stands. Mr. Smith 
then became clerk of the old Tremont House, 
at the corner of Dearborn and Lake streets. 
Mr. Smith was engaged in the hotel business 
until 1861, when he became a member of the 
commission firm of McGee, Wing & Smith, 
La Salle street, near Lake. This was when 
the section of the city in close proximity to 
the Chicago River was the main business 
district. In 1863 Mr. Smith retired from 
active business. 

Just before coming to the West Mr. Smith 
was married to Melissa C. Steele of Ver- 
mont. Mrs. Smith died in 1872. Joseph F. 
Smith was 82 years of age. 
eurvive him, all residents of Chicago—Emma 
H. Smith, Charles H. Smith, and Mrs. W. W. 
Wells. The funeral will be held tomerrow.

GIVING WRONG REASONS. 

The New York Evening Post asks why 
Chicago, which gave McKinley a plurality 
of 56,000, should give a Democratic candi- 
date for the Mayoralty a plurality of 77,000 
votes. Then the Evening Post answers its 
question in this fashion: 

It is admitted that the chief reason for it was 
the return to the Democratic party of the hard 
money Democrats who had supported McKinley. 
They went back in .sepite-of the free silver plat- 
form, because of their disgust with the course of 
the Republican party at Washington tn shelving 
currency reform and bending all its energies upon 
the *‘ jamming through’’ of a second McKinley 
tariff bill more odious than the first. They went 
back, not because they have been converted to free 
silver and Bryanism, but because they have found 
Republican promises of patriotic conduct to be 
worthless. An odious high tariff bill, a strangled 
arbitration treaty, a sop to free silver in a proposal 
for another international monetary conference, 
and refusal to give any attention to currency re- 
form—these are not inducements for hard money 
Democrats to remain inside the Republican party. 

The return of these disgusted voters to their 
party was the chief reason of the Chicago over- 
turn, but there were others only a little less pow- 
erful. Weariness of Republican machine rule was 
one, and desire for more liberal excise regulations 
was another. | 

This answer is mostly made up of errors. 
Those hard money Democrats who voted 
for Harrison did not do so “ in spite of the 
free silver platform.” The platform adopt- 
ed did indorse in general terms the monetary 
policy advocated by the Democratic party 
during the late election, though not men- 
tioning the free coinage of silver. But the 
managers of the Harrison campaign, many 
of them being sound money Democrats, sup- 
pressed the money question. They choked 
,off Altgeld and Bryan and made the fight on 
purely local issues. 

The sound money Democrats did not vote 
for Harrison because of the “ course of the 
Republican party in shelying currency re- 
form,” for that party has done nothing of 
the kind. It will take up the question of 
currency reform in due time. 

Nor was any Democrat who voted for Me- 
Kinley last year induced to vote for Harri- 
son this year because of the Dingley bill, 
which the House sent to the Senate two 
weeks ago. Any one who speaks of “ jam- 
ming ” that bill or any other bill through the 
Senate must be ignorant of its peculiar rules. 

No Republican promises have been broken. 
The international monetary conference 
measure was the fulfillment of a promise 
made in the St. Louis platform. ence it 
was not “ a sop to freesilver.” Nor hasthe 
arbitration treaty been “ strangled.” It is

in such shape that it will endanger no 
American interest. 

There was considerable speechmaking 
during the campaign, but nobody ever men- 
tioned the tariff, or the arbitration treaty, 
or currency reform, or any other subject 
that is under the jurisdiction of Congress. 
There has not been a local contest for years 
in which national politics cut as little figure 
as in the one which closed last week. 

The return of sound money Democrats to 
their party was not “ the chief reason of 
the Chicago overturn.” But ‘ weariness 
of machine rule,” or rather anger against 
a broken down and played out machine, had 
everything to do with the “overturn.” 

Some Republicans voted for Harrison 
because they favored a “ wide open” ad- 
ministration. Some were sore because they 
had not received offices. A good many were 
distributed last fall and those who were not 
remembered yoted against their party, as 
disappointed ofliceseekers often do. 

‘The cry of “ machine” split the party in 
two and kept thousands of Republicans 
from the polls. With one regular and two 
independent candidates in the field, all re- 
ceiving none but Republican votes, while 
the Democrats were united om their man, 
the latter had every advantage on his side, 
and yet he received less than 8,000 majority. 

The Evening Post may rest assured that 
if Congress had reformed the currency and 
had not touched the tariff question, and 
Harrison had not received the vote of a 
sound money Democrat, he would have been 
elected over a divided opposition. 


LET THE SENATE REFORM ITS RULES 
OR RESIGN. 

The statement made by Senator Mills as 
to the parliamentary abuses in the Senate, 
printed in last Sunday’s Tripwnge, is timely, 
significant, and directly, to the point. His 
recommendations as to a reform in the rules 
of that body will be indorsed in the main by 
the witole people, who have long been irri- 
tated at the ease with which legislation can 
be retarded, however important it may be, 
and at the ability which the\minerity pos- 
seases to defeat the will of the majority 
whenever it issodisposed. The people have 
but one opinion on this matter, but there 
can be no remedy until Senators themselves 
reform their pernicious rules, 

Senator Mills clearly enough shows that 
the reason why public business is not dis- 
patched more promptly in the Senate is be- 
cause it has no rule by which a majority 

“ean bring that/body to a vote on a given 
proposition. Any one Senator can prevent 
the passage of a measure as long as he can 
talk or read. He ean speak from 12 o'clock 
until 2 o’clock, when under the rules the 
measure goes over to the next day, and these 
tactics can be repeated the next day and 
the next and so on ad libitum and ad 
nauseam. When he getsexhausted another 
Senator can take his place. Thus a bill may 
easily be talked todeath. The majority has 
no practical way in which it can enforce its 
rights, although it has been tried by going 
outside the rules. 

Senator Mills*truthfully says “the ma- 
jority should take upon itself the obliga- 
tions imposed upon it by the Constitution 
and make the necessary rules to carry its 
will into execution. By refusing to make a 
rule to close debate and force a vote the 
majority abdicates its rightful power and 
shirks its constitutional duty.” And Sen- 
ator Mills’ remedy is the correct one. He

The Dingley bill is an illustration of the 


pernicious operation of the Senate rules. 
The bill went to the Senate on the first of 
this month. It is still in the committee’s 
hands, and will not be reported before the 
end of the month. Then it will be talked 
over and dawdled over for another month. 
Finally it will be passed, after all this un- 
necessary and vexatious delay, occasioned 
by.a handful! of Senators who find it to their 
profit to hold back the bill until importers 
have filled up their stocks of goods for a 
year or more to come, which they will sell 
at the same adyanced prices as if they had 
paid the high duties, thus cheating the.gov- 
ernment out of thatmuch revenue. As long 
as the Senate is tied up by its present rules 
it can put off the passage of the bill. It 
should have been passed at the end of this 
month. 

The attention of the Illinois Senators is 
called to these pernicious rules and the ne- 
cessity for a reform of them. Mr. Cullom, 
the senior Senator, has been in that body 


_a@ long time, and he knows’ the evil which 


grows out of them. much better than the 
junior Senator.. He should use all his ine 
fluence to secure the reforms which the 
people, without. regard to party, want, and 
Senator Mason should do everything in his 
power to help him. The self-imposed im- 
potence of the Senate is not only delaying 
publie business of the highest importance 
but it has allowed the minority to usurp the 
veto power, which belongs solely to the 
President. The majority of the Senate can 
change these rules, and by the simplest 
of precautions make it impossible thai any 
glib-tongued, fractious partisan can defeat 
legislatien which is satisfactory to the ma- 
jority. If the majority is not ready to fulfill 
its functions then its members ought to 
resign, and their places should be filled with 
men who will do their duty. 


LABOR AGAINST HUMPHREY BILLS. 

The Chicago Federation of Labor offers 

a protest against the passage of the Hum- 
phrey bills that should have weight in de- 
termining the final action to betaken. The 
federation represents the affiliated trades 
unions of the city, with a membership of 
more than 100,000 men, and its recommen- 
dations cannot be lightly ignored by any 
legislator who hopes for a political future. 
The protest takes the form of an address 
to the members of the Legislature. It out- 
lines briefly the provisions of the measure 
under consideration and then pertinently 
says: 

These bills do not enact one new right, privilege, 
or benefit for the people. 

Bvery right which the people have by the pres- 
ent laws and ordinances to make befter terms 
upon the renewal of the franchises, many of which 
are now expiring, is taken away. 

The public can be deprived of protection arising 
from the competition of new companies. 

Communities are deprived of the right to protect 
themselves by regulation. 

Relieved of competition or regulation, or the 
necessity of making concessions for renewals, the 
existing companies are given a monopoly for fifty 
years. 

This monopoly can be renewed by the same 
legislative power for fifty vears more or for 999 
years, the term of the Broadway railroad fran- 
chise. The Chicago street car companies have 
united in argument to the Legislature for per- 
petual charters. 

The address shows that the authors real- 
ize the reali import of the bill when it adds: 

Seeming to forbid consolidation and to preserve 
competition, the law specifically authorizes all 
street car lines of any cit¥—even all of the street 
ear lines. of ajl the cities—to be consolidated in the 
hands of one syndicate, if not by stock consvlida- 
tion, at least, by lease or purchase. 

Tens of millions of dollars will be legislated into 
the value of watered stock. 

Hundreds of millions of dollars could be taken 
from the people by extortionate charges during 
the half century. 


Regarding the use of the streets tne labor 
protest continues: 

The permission given local roads to use the 
streets or highways is converted from a license 
into a contract; without the consent of the people 
the companies are given a vested right in the 
thoroughfares and made superior there to the 
people. 

Every community is deprived of home rule and 
local self-government over its streets, franchises, 
and the supply of the great necessity of modern 
life, cheap and rapid transit. 

The value of this proposed legislation as 
a precedent has not been lost sight of, for 
the federation declares: 

This legislation is a precedent which will bring 
other corporations and combinations of corpora- 
tions to the State capital to seek similar extensions 
of their gas, electric light, heat and power, pneu- 
matic tube, and telephone franchises, and other 
grants of power over the necessities of modern 
life. 


The federation also properly appreciates 
the fact that the railway companies are 
paving the way to derive all the benefits of 
future inventions and cheapening processes, 
for the protest adds: { 

When the present franchises, now about to ex- 
pire all over the State, were granted, no one had 
the faintest conception ef the importance to be 
given them by science, prosperity, and the ex- 
pansion of our cities. Within a few years illumi- 
nation, transportation, and power have all been 
revolutionized; and more triumphs of science are 
just before us. But all the mistakes and omis- 
sions of the old charters are to be perpetuated for 
fifty years—perhaps for many years longer; and 
all the gains of science and public experience to 
be denied the people. 

This action shows that the labor men are 
commencing to understand and appreciate 
the scope of these bills. The members of the 
Legislature, therefore, who have any idea 
of voting for the measures should stop and 
reflect on the inevitable result to themselves, 
even if they will not heed the protests of 
the people. These labor men in the aggre- 
gate comprise an immense, yote, and they 
have it in their power to blast the political 
prospects of these Senators and Represent- 
atives forever. If they find their recom- 
mendations wantonly defied they will un- 
doubtedly be aroused to the most drastic re- 
taliation. They will meet in their lodges 
and labor ‘halls before election and talk the 
matter over, and since discussion of such an 
injury to the city must serve only to increase 
their indignation, they will then go forth 
and vote solidly against the legislators who 
If any of these 
solons get appointive places the labor men 
will direct their efforts against the officials 
who made the appointments and show that 
they will not tolerate in the public service 
men who misuse their trust by robbiig the 
people and the city. 

The labor men perceive that the street 
railway companies are pleading to have ex- 
tended for. fifty years for a beggarly and 
pitiful compensation, and with the right to 
charge a five-cent fare for the whole fifty 
years, these franchises, which, if put up and 
sold at auction, would bring in an amount 
which would give the city a revenue now of 
over $3,000,000 a year. As the population 
of the city increased this revenue to the city 
would increase in proportion until it would in 
time reach more than double this $3,000,000 
ayear. Ifsuchan auction sale were started 
there are pienty of people who would be 
willing to pay the present companies all the 
gaoney that had been actually expended in 


building and equipping the roads and in ad- 


dition give to the city from 20 to 25 per cent 


_of the gross receipts. With the understand- 
‘ing that the rate of fare should remain five

Or, 
if it were put to other uses, would pay for 
all the street cleaning and street lighting 
and street repairing. Yet it is this colossal 
revenue of which these street railway com- 
panies are proposing to deprive the city and 
which they are seeking to put iu their own 
coffers. ; 

There is no way in which these bills can 
be pushed through the Legislature except by 
“ boodling.” It will require a heavy ex- 
penditure, no doubt, to purchase votes that 
will be the inevitable forerunner of political 
death, but 1 per cent of the amount the rail- 
way companies expect to realize during the 
fifty years would constitute an enormous 
boodle fund. This immense temptation 
thus confronts the legislators on one side, 
but on the other side, to offset it, stands 
the inexorable wrath of the outraged com- 
munity. It remains to be seen which shall 
prove the more powerful. 

The bills apply also to other cities in the 
State, and they should be bestirring them- 
selves. At the present time, perhaps, the 
provisions would not be particularly ob- 
noxious, but as these cities, like Peoria, 
Aurora, Quincy, and others spread out, as 
they will immensely during the fifty years, 
they will begin to suffer the same injury that 
it is now proposed to inflict on Chicago, 
They must get after their Senators and Rep- 
resentatives at once and help prevent this 
public calamity, 
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THE MEDICAL PRACTICE ACT. 

A medical practice @ct now pending in the 
Legislature provides that— 

Any person who shall by writing or printing or 
any other method profess to the public to cure or 
treat disease or deformity by any drug. nostrum, 
manipulation, or other expedient, shall pay a 
license of $100 per month. 


Whoever fails to take out a license makes 
himself liable to fine and to imprisonment in 
the county jail. The State Board of Med- 
ical Examiners which it is proposed to 
create may refuse to grant a license in its 
discretion. 

The present law applies only to “ itinerant 
vendors ” of drugs, etc. It is proposed now 
to go farther and cover the case of “ any 
person who shall by writing or printing ” 
profess to cure disease. Is it the desire of 
the framers of this practice act to get after 
all ‘doctors who advertise? Attempts have 
been made on previous occasions to make 
life uncomfortable for those doctors who 
see fit to advertise. Is another attack on 
them contemplated? 

If such is the intention of the authors of 
this bill the Legislature should not assist 
them. It is a violation of medical ethics 
for a physician to advertise. But it is not 
the business of the Legislature to enact the 
code of any profession and make a breach of 
it a criminal offense, If a doctor breaks the 
code of medical ethics let the other doctors 
discipline him intheirown way. The courts 
should not be called on to attend to the 
matter. 

There is one feature of this bill which is 
decidedly objectionable. It provides for 
the creation of a State Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers of nine members. They are to be 
paid their traveling expenses and $5 a day. 
The board is to have a Secretary and other 
salaried officers. The State Board of 
Health is not to be abolished, but this new 
board is to be created. 4 


As Tue Tripune has stated often, this 


is not the time to increase the number of 
officeholders. The taxpayers have all they 
can do to pay the salaries of the existing 
army of officials. Yet the Legislature is 
proceeding as if- the farmers and city peo- 
ple of Illindis had more money than they 
knew what to.do with. This bill can wait.

LOOTED INSTITUTIONS, 

The latest State institution reported as a 
victim of looting appears to be the Industrial 
Home for the Blind, which is located in this 
city. It was organized four years ago, and 
it had an Altgeld Board of Trustees and a 
generous State appropriation for the ex- 
periment. It was one of those institutions 
which Mr. Altgeld described as prudently 
and economically managed. Its Treasurer 
was Altgeld’s chum and pet, E. 8S. Dreyer, 
whose bank has completely collapsed. It 
also goes without saying that when Dreyer’s 
bank collapsed the funds of the Home for 
the Blind, which were deposited there, also 
disappeared. 

The revelations of looted institutions 
which crop up so regularly are calculated to 
throw grave doubts upon the honesty and 
economy of their management. Tie public 
has been assured by Gov. Altgeld that “ they 
have been models of good management,” but 
what is the meaning of this frequent state- 
ment of looted treasuries? Why is it that 
Altgeld boards of trustees and Altgeld 
Treasurers have been so unfortunate, and 
why is it that Unity Building stock turns 
up so often as security for losses in this con- 
nection? Why is it almost every time @ 
bank goes under, whose President was an 
Altgeld Treasurer of one of these State 
institutions, the institution's deposits turn 
up missing? As the Altgeld administration 
seems to have been bad or defective from top 
to bottom, is it not about time for an exhaus- 
tive scrutiny of the condition of these insti- 
tutions that their real status may be known? 
Also that it may be known who has been 
using the funds of the Siate institutions 
and how they have been exploited and just 
how much loss the State has suffered as 
the outcome of Altgeld’s prudent and eco- 
nomical management, and who, if any one, 
has been the beneficiary of all this looting. 
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NEW YORK STRIKES A SNAG. 
oo pen of a Greater New York seems 
to have struck a temporary snag jn the veto 
of the new charter by Mayor Strong, but it 
is one which the Legislature will hardly con- 
sider serious. The measure can be passed 
over the Mayor's veto by merely a majority 
vote, and it is known that the sentiment of 
the solons is overwhelmingly in favor of 
the proposition as it stands. Mayor Strong 
has shown commendable consistency in the 
stand he hastaken. It was freely predicted 
that he would find it convenient to approve 
of the charter in spite of the fact that it 
contained certain provisions to which he ob- 
jected. But he sticks to his objections, and 
certainly makes out a strong Case in favor 
of a modification of some of the features. 
The provision that the Police Board be a 
bi-partisan, four-headed affair is particu- 
larly obnoxious to him,* and he points to

But the 
machinery has been set going, and it is 
apparent that no protests can stop it. Great- 
er New York will soon be a reality, and it 
will set out on its new career under a serious 
handicap. 


DON’T BE TOO COCK-SURE. 

Prior to last Tuesday's election the Re- 
publicans put themselves on record as favor- 
ing the reélection of all the Cook County 
Judges whose terms expire month after 
next. Six of these are Democrats and eight 
are Republicans. As the term of Judge Ma- 
gruder of the Supreme Court expires in 
June the Republicans demanded his reélec- 
tion also. , 

At first the Democrats accepted these Re- 
publican declarations thankfully, for that 
kept their six Judges on the bench. But 
since Harrison's election the Democrats 
have changed their minds. Some of them 
want half the Judges who are to be elected. 
Others want them all. Thereare a number 
of Democratic lawyers who are eager to get 
on the bench. They are insisting that their 
party endeavor to gobble everything, Judge 
Magruder’s seat included. 

The pressure for offices is so great that it 
is more than‘likely the Democrats will reach 
out for everything. But they should ask 
themselves first whether they are not likely 
to lose everything if they are greedy. The 
judicial election will not be held for two 
months yet. The conditions which will pre- 
vail then will not be the conditions which ob- 
tained last week. 

The Republicans will not be split up in 
June as they were in April. The discredit- 
ed, broken-down “machine” will have noth- 
ing to do with the judicial election. There 
will be no independent candidates in the 
field to make trouble. 

The Democrats will not be as strong as 
they were last week. The Republicans who 
voted for Harrison will not support an out- 
and-out Democratic judicial ticket. Harri- 
son will have been in office nearly two 
months. He will have disappointed thou- 
sands of ofliceseekers, who will clamor for 
revenge. If Harfison’s administration 
makes any mistakes between now and June 
in thé way of bad appointments or letting 
bad contracts the community will feel that 
the Democrats have too much power and 
that it wiil not be safe to trust them farther. 

Supposing the spoilsmen are too strong 
for Harrison and he nullifies the civil service 
law. Anything of this kind would anger 
thousands of Democrats who voted for him 
to such a degree that either they would 
vote against their party’s judicial ticket or 
would not vote at all 

The vote in June will not be as heavy as 
in April. It will fall below 250,000. But 
proportionately the Democrats will lose 
much more by the falling-off in the vote 
than the Republicans will. Judges have lit- 
tie patronage to bestow as compared with a 
Mayor. The Republicans, too, will have 
the aid of their country vote. Cook County 
outside Chicago gave McKinley 17,000 ma- 
jority and Tanner nearly 14,060. It will 
give the Republican judicial ticket about 
10,000 ma jority. : 

As regards Judge Magruder the Repub- 
licans have an additional advantage. His 
district includes not only Cook but the Coun- 
ties of Du Page, Lake, Will, and Kankakee. 
They gave McKinley 11,300 majority, and 
can be relied on for a good round majority 
for Judge Magruder, if any attempt is made 
to oust him. 

The Chicago Democrats, who are so elated 
by their recent victory that they do not 
seem to understand why they won it, should 
read what David B. Hill has to say on the 
subject of the Democratic successes at late 
elections. The ex-Senator is a cool-headed 
man who does not allow himself to become 
enthusiastic without. good cause. He gen- 
erally knows what he is talking about. He 
expresses himeelf thus: 


You will judge from reading the reported 
comments of some of our oversanguine states- 
men that the election of 1808 and 1900 
were already as good as won. They seem to 
forget the fact that the elections which the De- 
mocracy have recently won are municipal rather 
than State elections, and in which local rather 
than national issues almost wholly predominated. 

There have been only two State elections held 
since November last—one in Michigan, where our 
opponents carried the State by about their usual 
majority, and the other in Rhode Island. where 
they carried it by an increased majority. 

Concerning the Chicago election he re- 
marks: 

One of the most overwheiming of these victories 
was the recent election in Chicago. Carter H. 
Harrison distinctly attributed his election largely 
to what he terms *‘ a general desire for a greater 
degreé of personal liberty.’ He makes no men- 
tion of the silver issue, the Wilson bill, the Ding- 
ley bill, or any other national issue. 

Even if the Democrats had won last week 
on national issues it would not be wise for 
them, considering their small majority, to 
attempt to gobble all the Judges. - But they 
won on local issues which will not make 


their appeafance in the judicial election. 


There will be no “ machine” and no Har- 
lan there. If the Democrats are not satis- \ 
fied with half a loaf they will get no bread. 
They should think twice before they put up 
a partisan ticket and thus force the Repub- 
licans to put up one also.

DAINTY WAY TO COOK AND SERYE*EELS 


Savory Concoction Lovers of Aquatic 
Food Consider to Be Delightful— 
Fall Directions Given. 


————— 


The lovers of eels consider the following 
manner of serving them a delightful dish: 

Take two small dressed eels and cut them into 
pieces two inches long. Put into a saucepan two 
slices of onion, a bay leaf, a few leaves of thyme. 
a sprig of parsley, half a dozen pepper corns, four 
cloves, and a dash of cayenne pepper. Lay the 
prepared eels on the pan and add a piece of butter, 
half a cup of clear white broth, and half a pint of 
wine. Keep the pan over the fire until its contents 
come to the boiling point: then place it over the 
slow part of the fire, where the liquid will just 
simmer, and steam until the eels are cooked. 
Beat together in another saucepan a tablespoonful 
of butter and the juice of one lemon; then beat in 
the yelks of three eggs, having one well stirred in 
before adding the next one. Strain the liquid from 
the eels and stir jit into this mixture. Stand the 
pan over the fire and stir until the sauce thickens, 
but do not allow it to boll orit willcurdle. Putin 
the cooked eels, and as soon as they are heated 
turn the mixture into a dish, scatter chopped 
parsley over the top, and serve at once.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


SIR HERBERT MAXWELL ON THE 
HERO OF BANNOCKBURN. 


In His Historical Biography of “ Reb- 
ert the Brace” He Modifies Many 
of the Existing Beliefs About the 
Great Scottish Leader and King— 
Spider Story Relegated te the 
Realm of Myth—Dark as Well as 
Heroic Side to Bruce’s Character. 


ISTORICAL re 
search is a sore de- 
cayer of your fanci- 
ful folklore. Here 
eomes Sir Herbert 
Maxwell, with his 
volume, “‘ Robert the 
Bruce, and the 

. Struggle for Scottish 
Independence” 
(Putnam), and 
thrusts his ruthless 
historical pen 
through the pretty 
story of Bruce and 
the spider—the one 
episode in the Scot- 

tish hero’s life which we know by heart— 
telling us it is pure legendary fiction. But 
the titled M. P. gives such abundant proofs 
of a calm and unbiased mastery of his sub- 
ject that we must needs acquiesce in the 
inevitable when he says: 

No; nothing is heard of this adventure till long 
after Bruce and his comrades have passed away, 
and then it makes its appearance in company 
with such trash as the miraculous appearance of 
the arm bone of St. Fillan on the eve of Bannock- 
burn, and is worthy of just about as much con- 
sideration. There is, in sooth, 4n his life plenty 
of spirit-stirring exploit and heroic confidence 
amid seemingly hopeless conditions without bor- 
rowing more from the domain of myth. 

No light task was this which Sir Herbert 
Maxwell laid out for himself when he under- 
took to add to the Heroes of the Nations 
series a credible historical account of Rob- 
ert I. of Scotland—the man who created the 
free and united kingdom of the Scots. The 
legendary mosses of six centuries have so 
covered the original giant form that it is 
almost impogsible to say how much is fact 


at the cutsel, it is as if some historian half 
a millennium henceeshould attempt to write 
the life of Bismarck and a history of the 
Franco-Prussian war, with no data except 
the partisan newspapers and a few intensely 
partisan songs and poems composed about 
the middle cf the twentieth century. If he 
were bent on getting at the truth he would 
have a hard time of it. 

However, Sir Herbert is not quite so badly 
off as that, owing to the recent discovery of 
certain offic‘al and unofficial records bearing 
on Bruce’s times. It scarcely needs to be 
added that he has made thorough and 
thoughtful use of all his materials, bringing 
to their consideration not only an expert 
knowledge of the crabbed Norman French 
in which the original documenis are written, 
but a sane and wary judgment as well. 

Ikobert de Brus, or Robert the Bruce, as the 
name has come to be written, was eighth in 
male descent from a Norman Baron who 
came to England with William the Conquer- 
or, and was born in 1274and died in 1329. In 
those fifty-five years he went through dan- 
gers and performed deeds of prowess which 
even the legend-makers could not improve 
upon, changed his fortune from that of a 
lonely refugee among the Scottish crags to 
that of the victorious General of Banrnock- 
bura and the idolized King of the Scots, 
and at last laid down in peaceful death that 
same fine head which Edward I. of England 
had so strenuously sought to impale upon 
the walls of London bridge. 

It is a thrilling story, and Sir Herbert tells 
it well—after he has done with the dry tech- 
nicalities that cumber his introduction. 

His aim is not dramatic effect, but accurate 
statement and just judgment. He neither 
covers up the ugly facts in the early part 
cet Bruce’s career nor magnifies the éclat 
of his later triumphs. He devotes a chap- 
ter to the preliminary struggle of Wal- 
lace, during which Bruce was tamely bask- 
ing in the light of Edward’s favor at London. 
At the very time that Bruce was cutting 
an important figure in Edward’s Parliament 
and Council he was an inert spectator of 
the horrible execution of Wallace. If we 
seek to defend him by saying that he was 
row an English subject and was bound to 
regard his former comrade as a rebel, then 
what shall we say of the secret treaty which 
even then existed between him and Will- 
iam de Lamberton? On the one hand was 
Bruce’s knightly oath of allegiance—the 
most solemn obligation known to the age 
of chivalry. On the other was his duty 
to his unfortunate friend; ‘Of treachery 
to King, to comrade, or to both, Robert de 
Brus can scarcely be acquitted.” 

** 2 


Such is Sir Herbert Maxwell's conclu- 
ficn on that phase of Bruce’s character. 
Of Bruce’s assassination of John Comyn 
in Grayfriars Church he says: ‘It was a 
brutal, bloody murder, aggravated, as there 
is too much reason to suspect, by its being 
committed under trust.’’ Besides his five 
lewitimate children, Bruce left at least as 
many more that were not legitimate. 
* But,” concludes the author, ‘* whatever 
may have been his guilt or shortcoming 
as a man, as a King Bruce never gave his 
subjects cause to blush for him. From 
the day the Countess of Fife placed the 
golden diadem on his brow at Scone he fol- 
lowed ‘a single purpose with unwavering 
courage and extraordinary sagacity.”’ 

It would be a pleasure to reproduce here, 
if space permitted, some of the thrilling 
descriptions of Bruce’s escapes and deeds of 
daring, especially that in which Bruce rides 
out alone in the presence of the two armies 
on the eve of Bannockburn and cleaves the 
head of De Bohun with one stroke of his 
battle-ax. Commenting on this exploit the 
author says: 

What tremendous issues depehded at that mo- 
ment on the nerve and skill of a single mortal! 


volving the existence of dynasties and the welfare 
of millions, was staked on the fiber of one arm 
and the coolness of one head. For the effect of 
such an episode on the minds of superstitious 
soldiers cannot be overestimated. 

Sir Herbert largely discounts the tradi- 
tional figures relating to the size of both 
armies at Bannockburn. He thinks 50,000 
a liberal estimate for the English army and 
20,000 for the Scottish. Though holding the 
highest opinion of Bruce’s powers as a Gen- 
eral, he hints that the hero’s career would 
have been quite different if Edward I. had 
lived and Edward IIL. had been other than 
the conceited weakling he was. With 
humerous touches of this kind the author 
lowers Bruce from his lofty heroic pedesta] 
and places him where we may touch and 
admire him with level eyes as of man to 
man.

and May wheat touched 68Skc. The close was 
practically at the high point. The quantity 


of wheat on passage decreased 880,000 bu and 
the English visible decreased 741,000 bu. ‘The 
latter statement, received late in the day, 
contributed to the strength then shown. The 
world’s shipments, as forecasted on Saitur- 
day, were moderate at 3,733,000 bu against 
4,545,000 bu a week ago and 4,460,000 bu a 
year ago. Northwestern reccipts asa resuit 
of the release of blockaded transportation 
lines were large at, 662 cars against 240 the 
previous week and 379 a yearago.

Pastors Refuse to Commit Themselves 
to Such a Policy by Defeating Elder 
Wells’ Resolu 
Political Scheme—The Rev: Mr. Lip- 
pincott Deciares the Utterances of 
the GenerabAnsembly on This Ques- 
tion Disgust Intelligent Laymen.

The Chicago Presbytery by a significant 
vote yesterday declined to go on record as a 
supporter of prohibition. The resolution of 
the-Prohibition committee, which was rad- 
fecal as church deliverance upon prohibition, 
could. be, excited a vigorous debate, and it 
was rejected. An effort to substitute the 
objectionable declaration by the strong lan- 
guage of the General Assembly on the same 
subject was likewise rejected, and the pres- 
bytery went on record with views on the 
liquor question that did not include com- 
> gmittal to the policy of political prohibition. 

The rejected resolution was as follows: 

That a concerted and united ballot on the part 
of the church is one of the great resources of the 
church for the overthrow of the saloon and the 
deliverances of the General Assembly hold the 
members responsible for the ballot that legalizes 
the saloon. 

The resolution was presented by the Pro- 
hibition committee, of which Elder Wells of 
the Lake Forest Church is Chairman. 

Elder Wells Explains. . 

Elder Wells was asked to explain his reso- 
lution. He said: ‘‘ It ‘means nothing more 
or less than committal to the policy of pro- 
hibition. There is nothing in common be- 
tween the church and the saloon. They are 
enemies. It is the duty of the church to de- 
stroy the liquor traffic [to prevent men from 
imbibing by political party methods]. We 
can only do that through the ballot. A Chris- 
tian who fails to cast his ballot against the 
‘saloon and against every political party or 
“candidate who does not favor the overthrow 
of the saloon, fails in his duty toGod. We 
have been passing prohibition resolutions 
that have had no meaning. It is time for 
the Chicago Presbytery to go on record as 
opposed to the saloon and ready to use its 
ballots to overthrow it.” [It has not 5 per 
cent of the ballots,necessary to abolish 

saloons in Chicago.] 

Oppose the Resolution. 


Dr. H. A. Johnson spoke against the reso- 
lution. “ It is foolish to expect to secure a 
prohibitory law in Chicago,” he said, *‘ The 
~ stronghold of the saloon in this city is the 
three to four million.dollars it pays annually 
for licenses, and which go to support the 
administration of the city. If you want to 
withdraw légal sanction to the 7,000 saloons 
in Chicago you must provide some way of 
raising. the millions of revenue now con- 
tributed by the saloons. I am no friend or 
defender of the saloon, but I believe in look- 
ing upon this matter in a practical way.’ 

- Judge White then opposed the resolution. 
He said he probably lost $5,000 a year by 
refusing to rent property for saloon pur- 
poses, and he did not want to be understood 
as a defender of the saloon. “ This resolu- 
tion, however,” he said, *“‘commits us to 
the Prohibition party. I am opposed to it. 
The church has no right to dictate my po- 
litical choice. Last fall the Prohibition par- 
ty hitched itself to the free silver heresy. 
I could not support a party of that kind. 
There are other principles besides prohibi- 
tion, and more important ones, which de- 
mand the attention of the citizens, and we 


cannot commit ourselves to a political party ~ 


founded upon ‘this prohibition question.” 

Elder Merritt of the Sixth Church fol- 
lowed with a denunciation of the Wells reso- 
lution, and claimed the right of the indi- 
vidual to control his own suffrage, without 
. the dictation of any chtirch. 

Scores His Fellow-Presbyters. 

Elder Wells scored his fellow-presbyters 
for not seeing the lightas he sawit. Hecon- 
sidered prohibition to be part of a man’s re- 
ligion, and he could not understand how any 
Christian could vote against it when pre- 
sented at an election. 

The Rev. N. B. W. Gallwey of the Cly- 
bourn Avenue Social Settlement thought 
the resolution did not go far enough. “ We 
make ourselves ridiculous,’’ he said, ‘ by 
our resolutions against evils of all kinds that 
*. affect the workingman, and close our eyes to 
” the greater evils that menace society. We 
denounce the saloons, which are the work- 
ingmen’s clubs, but we leave off the clubs 
on the boulevard, and the places of alleged 
- good repute which are more of a menace to 
the morals of Chicago than the saloon. We 
denounce gambling and shut our mouths 
against the big institution at the foot of La 
Salle street, and we leave the down-town 
clubs untouched. We make ourselves ridic- 
ulous by these unmeaning and wishy-washy 
resolutions.”’ 

Makes Them Hold Their Breath. 
The Rev. Mr. Lippincott, assistant pastor 

of the Second Church, gave the resolution 

. its “ body blow’”’ and made some of the old 
elders hold their breath at the audacity of 
the young minister in treading upon ground 
that was always supposed to be a thin ve- 
neering over an active volcano. Mr. Lippin- 
eott said he would not mince words. 

“J am ot in favor of this resolution,”’ said 

“he, “I go further, I am not in favor of a 
declaration against the closing of the 
loons in Chicago. Close them and the <isnal 
dition would be worse than now. Fublic 
sentiment is not with the prohibition ques- 
tion, and the practical man must recognize 
it. It is such resolutions as this and others 
that are passed by the general assembly 
that disgust the intelligent laymen of the 

’ Presbyterian Church. The laymen are not 

with these resolutions and it would be fool- 

ish to pass them.” 

The smooth-faced clergyman sat down and 
the astounded elders looked around for some 
one to condemn his sentiments. But instead 
a mild-mannered clergyman moved as sub- 
stitute the declarations of the general as- 
sembly upon the prohibition question. 
“ They ought to be general enough to suit 
everybody,” he remarked. 

- Temperance Is Indorsed. 

Eider Wells, who carries the temperance 
_ resolutions cof the church in a pocket manual, 
was called upon to read the attitude of the 

eral assembly. 

Elder Wells read: ‘‘ The general assem- 
. bly expressed its judgment that the time has 
‘gome when Christian men should make their 

fluence felt directly at the ballot box, and 

general assembly urges members of 

our communion to vote against the liquor 
traffic.’’ 

The Moderator put both the 1871 and the 
18985 deliverances to a vote as a substitute 
to. the original resolution. There was a 
feeble chorus of “ yeas”’ and a strong cho- 
rus of “ nays.’ By a like viva voce vote the 
resolution of the committee was stricken out. 

Dr. Withrow, who had sat a listener to the 
discussion, unconsciously produced a good 
deal of merriment when the next resolution 

was read opposing the “ sending of liquor 
to oe the heathen.”’ 

“I can cheerfully vote for that,” said the 
doctor, who is the Moderator of the general 
assembly. “I am opposed to sending this 
liquid fire to the heathen.”

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Preliminary papers méve been prepared for the 


Chicago and Pacific Elevator company to begin 
suit against the companies which have not paid 
their policies on the Goose Island property burned 
last October. W. H. Harper, who owned the 
larger part of the grain, says he makes no threats, 
but is prepared to file suits sooh to collect the 
amount. due on the original proofs of loss. Eugene 
Harbeck, Chairman of the Committee on Grain 
for the ‘companies, is expected from New York 
on Wednesday, and it is probable a report on the 
investigation as to the claim that there was a 
transfer of grain from one elevater to another 
not-mentioned im the proofs of loss will be made 
the latter part ef the week. ‘The agents of the 
companies which have not Settled the loss are 
impatient at the delay and are anxious to have 
the matter @ecided as soon as possible. This 
fact, with the preparation of Mt. Harper to begin 
suit against the delinquents, probably will bring 
the whole matter up for final action before the 
close of the week. 

The committee selected by the companies in- 
terested in *the insurance on the buildings to 
ask the elevator company for a reappraisal, or, 
failing in this, to investigate the advisability 
of appealing to the courts to order a reappraisal, 
held a meeting yesterday. Their conclu- 
sions will be printed and gubmitted to the 
companies. One ‘of the members of _ the 
committee said it had been practically de- 
cided to submit the entire question to the courts. 
While the committee does not charge fraud dl- 
rectly in the appraisal of the Duildings it is 
thought best under. the circumstances that a full 
investigation should be had. 

From all indications there seems to be little 
chance of keeping the whole matter of the insur- 
ance and loss on grain and buildings out of the 
courts. Underwriters are more interested in this 
matter than any adjustment which has come up 
in years and many of therm would be pleased to 
have it aired from beginning to end. —

ard of buildings adjacent to the depots of the 
union loop as a result of theif. construction.

Topeka, Kas., April 12.—[{Special.]—United 
States Judge Foster today dismissed the con- 
tempt case against Superintendent of Insurance 
Webby McNall, Who barred the New York Life, 
Mutual Life, and the Connecticut Mutual Life out 
of Kansas for refusing to settle the Hillmon con- 
troversy and instructed the grand jury to inquire 
into his actian 

Judge Foster held that the power of the court 
to punish summarily for contempt was limited 
to misbehavior of any person in the presence 
of the court or so near thereto as to obstruct the 
administration of justice, and said it would be a 
strained construc to hold that McNall’s act 
was done in the nee of the court or so near 
thereto as to obstruct the administration of 
justice. 

Judge Foster was severe in his criticism of Mc- 
Nall’s conduct. He said: ‘*‘ The act of the re- 
spondent in refusing to allow the defendant in- 
surance companies to continue business in the 
State for the reasons given in his letter cannot 
be justified on any principle of law or justice or 
on discretionary powers vested in him as Super- 
intendent of Insurance. The insurance com- 
panies ih defending the suits for Mrs. Hillmon 
are doing what the law permits them to do and 
it is for the court having jurisdiction to deter- 
mine whether they have dealt fairly with: the 
plaintiff, Mrs. Sallie E. Hillmon, in refusing to 
pay the death loss and in the litigation ef the 
sgme pertaining to her deceased husband; indeed 
that is the very issue to be tried by the court, and 
ip is an unwarranted assumption of authority for 
saiptbhent to arrogate to himself the mmary 
determination of the questions, and any attempt 
by threats or intimidation or duress on the part 
of the respondent to coerce or deter the companies 
from making their defense in court tends to ob- 
struct and impede the due administration of 
justice and is a , Proper matter to be presented to 
the grand jury.’ 

Later Judge Foster instructed the grand jury 
to investigate McNall’s case.
